PUBLISHER'S NOTE 


There are over 80 Topic Collections in the Mass-Observation Archive at the 
University of Sussex covering issues ranging from Anti-Semitism and 
Commodities to Leisure and Work. These represent surveys and 
investigations carried out by Mass-Observation mainly between 1937 and 
1949, with some later files for the 1960s and 1970s. 


Together with the Worktown Collection these represent the raw material of 
the Mass-Observation Archive. Some of this was worked up into a polished 
form in the Publications which appear in Part 1 of this project. Brief details 
also appeared in the File Reports, some of which have been published in 
microfiche. But this is the first time that Topic Collections have been 
published in their entirety, giving scholars an opportunity to re-examine and 
re-interpret the extensive evidence that was gathered in the form of 
transcribed conversations, questionnaires, ‘overheards’ (literally overheard 
remarks), and reports. The files are also an important source of ephemeral 
evidence as observers gathered many pertinent pamphlets, leaflets, news 
cuttings and other evidence (including transcribed graffiti). 


Coverage of the Topic Collections commenced with Part 4 and 5 of this 
project, which focussed on social welfare and living conditions, covering: 
Reconstruction, Family Planning, Health, Day Nurseries, Adult & Higher 
Education, Post-War Hopes, Public Administration & Social Services in 
Wartime, Beveridge Report Surveys, Housing, Work, Fuel and Food. 


Parts 6-8 offered material on the Home Front During World War II, and topics 
such as: Evacuation, Youth, Children & Education, Women in Wartime, Anti- 
Semitism, Ajir-Raids, Propaganda & Morale, the 1940 London Survey, 
Conscientious Objection, Pacifism, Forces, Gas Masks and Dogs in Wartime. 


Part 9 offered material on Shopping, Personal Appearance & Clothes, as well 
as the Co-operative stores survey, Commercial Advertising and Commodities. 


This tenth part looks at Leisure and Entertainment, 1937-1951 including: 


Holidays, 1937-51 (TC 58) (2 boxes); 

Leisure, 1940-47 (TC 80, 6 boxes); 

Live Entertainment, 1938-1948 (TC 16, 6 boxes); 

Music, Dancing and Jazz, 1939-41 (TC 38, 8 boxes); 

Sport, 1939-47 (TC 82, 2 boxes); 

Astrology & Spiritualism, 1938-47 (TC 8, 1 box); 

Wall-chalkings, Jokes, Games and Jigsaws, 1937-41 (TC 41, 1 box) 


This will provide a treasure trove for social historians studying a wide range of 
cultural phenomena. 


The section on holidays takes us back to another age when foreign holidays 
were a rarity. The following account is typical of the novelistic detail to be 
found in the reports, which also convey the emotions of the subjects: 


‘At 4pm the shadows were creeping over me so | thought it was time for a 
bathe, so | dressed in slacks and went down. There was a bit of wind. | went 
Straight in for five minutes then lay full length on the shingle. There was less 
than a dozen in, but dozens lying on the beach. | shivered for a bit, then at 5 
the sun went in, there being much cloud, so | decided to have another bathe 
(just in and out) and walked home. We change in canvas huts.” 


There are descriptions of mill towns, where up to two thirds of the population 
go off on holiday at the same time — many to the same destination. There are 
reports of holiday camps and the industrialization of leisure — described by 
one observer as “a perfect opportunity to observe the consumers of mass- 
produced commodities.” There are accounts of changing habits in betting and 
smoking and of the ways in which workers save up throughout the year for 
their week in the sun (or the nearest they could get to it). 


The section on Live Entertainment starts with an in depth investigation of life 
at the circus and in fun-fairs. The observers talk with the owners, the artistes 
and the public who attend. There are even diary accounts of life on the road. 
There is also much on Pantomime, Music Hall, Cabaret and Theatre. Many 
Original programmes are included and contemporary cuttings, which provide a 
useful contrast to the records of observers. The humour in pantomimes is 
analysed in detail, including a note on all topical political references. 
Productions discussed run the full gamut from nude women in ‘artistic poses’ 
at the Windmill, to the latest performances of the Polish ballet. There are 
reports from theatres in Blackpool, Bridlington, Cambridge, Leeds, Liverpool, 


London, Newcastle, Northampton, Oxford, Sheffield, Southport, and 
Worcester. 


The section on Music, Dancing and Jazz will be of great interest to all those 
studying popular music and the emergence of swing and be-bop. There are 
detailed reports on the goings on at Peckham Pavilion and the Streatham 
Locarno, as well as in Bolton, Brighton, Canterbury, Ipswich, and Liverpool. 
Dance crazes such as the Lambeth Walk and the Chestnut Tree 
(immortalized by Orwell in 1984) are described in photographs and words. 
The Jazz reviews are tremendous. For instance: 


“Coleman Hawkins. 2.4.39 

Obs. impressions of his playing ... 

1 Colossal impression of energy ... 

2 The rasping sound which he produced ... 
3 The deep breaths which he took ... 

4 His style of playing ...” 


The review is thorough and appreciative. 


There is also excellent material on night clubs, Denmark Street, music 
publishers, and dancing - as well as a good collection of sheet music and 
music advertising. 


The section on Sport starts with a series of reports on the effect of the war on 
sport in Britain. There are files on angling, athletics, billiards, cricket, darts, 
football, golf, greyhound racing, horse racing, pigeon racing, rowing, rugby, 
snooker, speedway and swimming. These include many first-hand 
descriptions of matches and the crowds in attendance. For instance: 


“Arsenal were two up before half-time. Compton, D., smashing a shot from 
the penalty line, and for his second , shooting low into the net after an 
amazing dribble past at least five men.” 


This was a great period for Arsenal, with Leslie and Dennis Compton scoring 
14 goals in 3 matches! 


The box on astrology and spiritualism has material concerning psychic 
phenomena, psychometry and fortune telling, but is largely concerned with 
almanacs and horoscopes and popular perceptions regarding these. 


The final box contains a wide variety of disparate, but interesting, files. These 
include: 


e Wall chalkings — an analysis of graffiti and street paintings; 

e Jokes — taken from air-raids, the music hall, soldiers and elsewhere — 
in its own way, a barometer of public taste; 

e Children’s games — observed and described; 

e Toys — with catalogues from Harrod’s and Hamleys; 

e Jigsaw puzzles — describing the most popular designs. 


Countless study topics are suggested by even a casual glance through the 
files and the joy of the Mass-Observation files is that they are full of 
compelling, detailed accounts of moments in the lives of ordinary people.

Our microform publications are prepared and produced in accordance with 
recommended and established guide-lines for the production of microform of superior 
quality.

Nevertheless these 
original characteristics present difficulties of image and contrast which stringent tests 
and variations of density cannot entirely overcome.

Gesesal Observationse As an itinerary, it proved singularly 
disappointing from lack of material point of view. Inv started 
off about noon, expecting Pussell Sq Tube Station newsbills to 


be displayed, but no paper-seller appeared to be there at all. 
In fact no newsbills were seen on this particular tour at all, 
exceot the printed bills on wired newsagent boards issued by 


newspapers "Your Evening Standard latest" "The Star Explains 
the War" “Latest War News - Evening News". 
Wall chalkings were few. Yet pre-War, 


this perticular itinerary was rich in them, particularly in 
Myddelton Passage (a long and narrow alleyway leading from the 
Lloyd Baker Street side of Myddelton Squere (Finsbury), behind the 
Metropolitan Waterboard grounds and offices (in Rosebery Avenue) 


out to side of Sadler's Wells Theatre. Myddelton Passage in those 
days was perhaps the most wallechalked stretch in London known by 
Inve In those days it had 2 high walls on either side and its 


seclusfton and privacy (munyxpreprewked people did not use it much 
as a thoroughtare) gave the wallechalkers ample scope to give 
untrammelled rein to their bent. lt abounded in political slogans, 


such as "Smash Fascismg" anti-Semitic ones, such as "D.J.", and 


"Down with Jews"; Fascist lightning signS, Communist hammers and 
sickless; religious slogans such as "Jesus Saves" "God is Love," etc. 
Crude phallic and sex drawings were abundant, some of them of 
Gargantuan proportions, and the high walls on either side gave them 
long life,mx preventing them from being washed off by driving rain. 
The war, perhaps, has made localapopulation changes that the wall- 
chalkers have been diverted into other areas and pursuits, and 
chalk, too, may be much scarcer. Children are tewer in this oeree 
now as well.

The cartons seem to have been chosen for visibility and bright colour, 

e.%.

are often mutilated or defaced in certain definite ways, viz. corners 
sorn or cut off, long slits and holes roughly square or oblong, neatly 
cut out. 
This litter, especially the cartons, is apparently meant to attract 
attention (from the right people) and to indicate either the presence of 
nearby messages or routes to be followed. (N.B. Although we think that 
the purpose of litter is mainly as indicators and guides, it is also 
possible that the cuts and tears in the cartons may have a meaning in 
themselves).

Near the base of the signpost was a carton cut into a strip 
with a piece out of the middle, pointing to the level crossing 
gate post on which a cipher had been clearly written in pencil 
letters ¢" high.(already quoted).

The track is very little used, but was marked by a considerablo 
quantity of torn and cut cigarpéte cartons, newspaper and strips 
of cloth. On the top of the hill were two Birmingham bus tickets, 
and it is perhapg worth noticing that it is ahout two miles from 
this point to the Lord's Bridge munition dump. In addition, at 
various points on the drift were ash twigs although in most cases 
there were no ash trees near, This drift avoids all the strong 
points in Harlton and there is no obstacle between it and the 
dimp. It is quite practicable for cars and bicycles, 


Other trails have been discovered on the Cambridgo-Harston Rd., 
from Coton to Cambridge across the fields, and from Haslingfield 
to Cantelupe Fm. and so on to Cambridge. These all appear to 
provide practicable routes, avoiding strong points, into Cambridge, 
It is worth noting that on the route Haslingfield-Cantelupe Fm.- 
Cambridge pieces of cloth, which had been removed previously by

SOME GENERAL CONG6GLUSIONS 


This is only a summary account anda small solection from a 
very largo numbor of observed phonomena,. We have taken copiocs of 
nearly all tho writings, whothcr on walls, or posts, or on tolcphono 
Directorics, in the hope of gathoring a protty complcto collection 
for inspection and study. If cach find is considoroed soparatoly 
it would bo possiblo to cxplain it away, but tho wholo mass of 
cvidenec, taken in tho lump, has impressod us strongly and suggosts 
an organization of people working upon a dofinite plan and following 
definite methods, Much of it looks ordinary cnough, and might bo 
taken for tho work of childron, tramps, or casual scribblors, But 
it should bo remombcroed that, if we aro right in thinking that thoeso 
phenomena aro duc to cnomy agonts, that is precisoly tho offoct that 
they are probably intended to produco. Anyone who is not on tho 
lookout will rogard it as just simply untidy littor 


Throughout, theso hypothotical cnomy agents aro using normal 
and ordinary-looking stuff to carry thoir mossagos or instructions. 
Quite apart from tho fact that the littor on somo roads is out of all 
proportion to what might roasonably be oxpectod much of it has not

The purpose of tho writings socms to bo to provide a mothod 
of communication betwoen onomy agents, avoiding all personal 
contact. which would be dangerous: Sometimes, too, writings 
indicate important piaces, e.g. the garage of the Regional 
Commissioner, the lodgings o taff Officers, iaboratories, 
entries to Gas«Works &c &C. These marks would give useful 
information to possible saboteurs: Many of the trails, too, in 
this region appear to tw giving a route ttowards an important 
ammunition dump, anda route which avoids or bypasses strong-points 
that have been erected along the usual routes, I+ should he 
remembered, in this connection, that trails of cigarette cards 
&S o were laid beside many roads in Flanders for the direction of 


invading troops, and the same methods may be in use in this 
C ountry © 


This brings us to our final point, On every occasion so far 
where Hitier has attacked a country he has prepared for the attack 
by means of a *Fifth Column!, and no methods have been too fantastic 
for employment; for instance, the capture of Oglo by troops who 
appeared to be musicians, or the use of agents disguised as 
Glergymen or nuns in Holland, It is reasonable to assume that 
Hitler will try the same procedure here, using not only aliens or 
naturalized aliens, but also natives, who for any reason are 
discontented with their position or prospects or who may & honestly

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Now it is of course obvious that the British are one of the 
filthiest races where litter’ is concerned; they do not hesitate to 
scatter paper of all kinds broadcast everywhere . From this it fol- 
lows that verges of all kinds in the lowlands have a varying amount 
of old paper, cigarette cartons, etc.e lying upon them. This lit- 
ter, however, is proportional to th_e amount of traffic upon th we se 
road in guestion, and tends to be much more concentrated at bus 
stops or any place where people wait. It is perfectly easy to ob - 
serve a distinction between the quantity of litter to be expected on 
the sides of a main road with heavy traffic upon it and th at on 
the verges of a by-road or cart-track. When th_e guantity upon 
such a by <road or cart-track is far in excess of the normal a- 
mount observed on a main road some other explanation than "love- 
tokens" or “Acts of God" is necessary . Now if this were a state = 
aided inguiry or a th.esis for the Ph.D. degree, it would be necess- 
ary to count every scrap of paper, carton, etc-, from measured dis- 
tances; but as this is the result of voluntary work carried out with 
little support and some hindrance from those who could we_ll help us, 
readers must accept our word that when we say that “on such a 
stretch of road there is an abnormal concentration of litter" this 
is indeed the case. Certain main roads appear to have an undue 
concentration on th_em, but these must be left out of the present in- 
Qulry. We will deal with certain side-roads and, as a control, 
with more than one area. Before everything else, however, one very 
important fact must be noted. On every road where a litter trail 
has been surmised, many of the cartons forming it have been spik ed 
by Som e collector of rubbish . This is a clear proof that th ese 
cartons have already been picked up from the place where th_sy h_ad 
originally been thrown away and have been scattered again somewhere 
else. It seems difficult to explain this phenomenon in terms of 
passion and adoratio_n. Oth_er related phenomena are the occurrence 


of Birmingham bus tickets on a grassy Cambridgeshire trackway ’ 


cigarette cartons of a kind found only in slo% machines on railway 


stations, eta., scattered in numbers on downland roads in Wiltshire, 


and sc ons All these facts suggest that litter collected in _ 
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in towns has been placec in the country, 
We will now examine certain examples of litter trails’. 
GROUP I. This we will call the Lord's Bridge Group, because to 


our untrained minds the litter trails discovered in this area are 


connected in some way with hostile designs upon the Lord's Bridge 


Explosives Dump, There are three marked routes (Fig, I). 
A’ From Foxton Level Crossing, avoiding Barrington, and passing 


over Chapel Hill towards Haslingficld. 
B, From Harston to Button End and then over a footbridge to the 
back of Haslingfield:; 


Ce. From Barrington over the green trackway to Harlton, 


A, At the Foxton crossroads stands the post of a sign from which 
the arms have been removed, On this post are two long serpents 
drawn in pencil. At the foot lay half a Graven A carton cut in & 
strip, nicked in the middle (Fig. 2) and pointed at the upright of 
the crossing gate, on which was written in pencil CYY566 or 8, We 
blacked this out, and in the course of a day or two the number 
69038 appeared in the same place, also in pencil. The Barrington 
end of the Foxton-Barrington road was strongly defended at tho end 
of June, when these facts were noted, but the light railway which 
crosses the river on a strong bridge and so avoids Barrington was 
not heavily guardcd. A trail of cigarette cartons carefully 
spaced at about three yard intervals led the way to the crossing- 
gates of the light railway, where three cartons had been fixed to 
draw attontion to tho gate, It seems gifficult to avoid the con- 
clusion that the marks on the sign-post and gate-post, and tho 
trail of cartons, were all intended to show a way of avoiding the 
Barrington defences, crossing the river unobserved, and reaching 


the Dump through Haslingficld., 
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B, About tho samo time a Peak Froan bicket was obsorvod stuck in 
a2 slot in tho bark of a tree on Harston Green. It was aftervards 
obsorved that figures and symbols in white chalk had beon written 
on a brick wall in the immcdiateo line of axis of this ticket. Un- 
fortunately 2 wrong interpretation was put on the significance of 
the ticket and it was not realised that it was an indicator to the 
cipher on tho wall until tho lattcr had beon obliterstod, apparont- 
ly intentionally. Little piles of stoncs led from this to tho on- 
trance of the lanc to Button End (betvcen this point and Hasling- 
ficld the river crossing was strongly guarded and obstructed); at 
the corner facing the ontrance to the lano a large roctangular 
picce of black cloth had been laid on the verge in the line of the 
ontrance to the lane, From Button End 4 footpath crosses the ri- 
vor to Haslingficld on a strong footbridge capable of taking motor- 
bicycles. The footpath was very heavily marked vith litter. 

Hore again we have apparently & way to cross the rivor towards the 
Dunp,vithout passing the road defences and their. guards, indicated 
by means of litter and cipher messages as at Foxton. 

C. The grceon and overgrow trackway from the Barrington-Orwoll 
road which runs over Cracknov Hill down to the outskirts of Harl- 
ton cuts off a large angle of road. It is casily passable to 
motor traffic. A large littor trail was spread along this track 
including several Birmingham bus tickcts,. This road avoids all 


the Harlton road obstructions. on the way to the Dunp. 
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GROUP II, Elaborate defence works guard the Ely ond of theo road 


from tho city to tho Sugar Boot Factory and rivor crossing at 
Adcolaido (Fig. 3). At tho bond of tho road well in front of the 
road block are scveral small trocs plantcd beside a hard trackway 
Which skirts the old clay-pits nov filled with wator. At the foot 
of those troes cigarottec cartons were found pogged up on short 
sticks, There are several posts beside the curb of the roed on 
this bond, paintcod white to drav attontion to tho curve in the 

dark . Tvo of these wero ornancntcd with curious linc ciphcrs 
(Fic. 4) which have now frequently been noticed in othor placos, 
(Figs. 6 and 7). The trackway leads down past the pits till it 
joins an old grassy drovcoway lcading directly up into the tom 

well bohind the road block. From the Ely-Adolaide road to tho 
junction with theo trackway « trail of litter head beon laid. This 
consistcd not of cartons only but of heaps of stoncs and small 
sharponed longths of wood. There sccms littlic reason to suppose 
that tho cartons wore intonded for any othor purpose than to dircct 


persons into Ely without having to pass the guard on tho road 


plock. 


GROUP III, In the noighbourhood of Salisbury tho roads are much 


less defiled with littor than they are round Cambridge. The by-~- 
roads in fact have vory littlc rubbish on thoir vorges at all. 


Aftor sovoral days' investigation, however, ono aroa was found to 
show the samc symptoms which had already been noticcd round Can- 
bridge. 

The roads ohn the south-west come out togothor from Salis- 
bury over tho new Harnhan bridge. The Bourncnouth road then forks 
off to tho southward, and tho Blarafoid y road continucs westward 
ovor tho hill. Almost inmmediatoly, howovor, it forks again, 
throwing off anothor southward tribuyary which gocs to Odstock and

from thonce crosses the Ebble valley road and up over Odstock hill

The houses at both the Ebble road crossings are covered with 

, and other graffiti, including number and letter ciphors,. 
From both Homington and Odstock the dotmland roads which run south- 
crly up to the high ground have a most marked litter trail bcside 
them until the crests of the hill are reached. It should be cm- 
phasized that traffic on these roads is very slight, yet thore aro 
cigarette cartons and other objects every two yards or so up both 
hills, Many of the cartons are spiked and have presumably been 
collected olsewhere, and many cxamples were noted of cartons from 
Slot machines, also strips of rag and rectangular strips of black 
rubber, It should also be remarked that no litter trail existed up 
the Blandford road from Coombe Bissctt, and if it had been laid on 
the Bournemouth road it was not conspicuous. There were no similar 
trails on any other roads south or vest of Salisbury, and we can 
only presume that these two downland roads hed been so indicated to 
aid people to pass southward without drawing attention to themsclvcs, 


It may be, however, that they were intended to aid persons landing 


on the open dom and Wishing to get into Salisbury without 
encountering the Coombe Bissett guard, ctc. These trails are 


now getting very old and indistinct; they were cvidently fresh 


early in July. 


Finally it should be romarked that there are certainly 
trails of other matcricls in other places. Branches and 
twigs torn off trecs, strips of cloth, bits of cardboard and 
sacking, and piles of small stones and bark, have been noted. 
In the northorn Midlands great profusion of litter appoars to 
take the place of the systomatic laying of trails. All these 
symptoms would appear trivial, childish; and rather disgusting, 
were it not for tho known fact that use of similar methods 
was made With great success by the traitors in countrics 
which have been invaded to aid the German invaders. This 
momorandum of course represents only < tithe of the informa- 
tion which we have collected, and Which is being added to 


overy day. 


SUMMA RY 


It appears reasonable to us to draw the following conclu- 
Sions from our observations;- 

I. That some persons presumably hostile to this country or possibly 
only misguided in their ideas, occupied themselves about the end of 
June, and perhaps since, in laying trails of litter. 

>. That these trails of litter were so arranged as to indicate to 
other people, who had been told what to look for, routes which, for 
instance, avoided strong points guarding blocks in the direct roads 
from place to place. 

3e Ciphers, indicated by cartons or other objects, were written at 
the beginning of these litter trail routes. It is not certain 
whether these ciphers are necessarily part of the indication of the 
route (so long as the view is taken that the wholé matter is a 
Freudian maniféstation of lovwe-sick -yokcls we cannot .thope for am 
interpretation of thesc ciphers wunicss we get down to the laborious 
business of learming how to solwe such things ourselves) or were 
Simply instructions from onc traitor to another. Cartyns in thenm- 
Selves appear somctimes to ._have been used without a litter trail to 
indicate a route (Fig. ) and at other times to indicate the pre- 
sence of a4 cipher unconnected with alittcr trail. 

It may be argucd that,cven if the trails really cxist and 
are not just figments of the imagination induced by a prolonged ex- 
posure to the miasmas of the fons, they are simply the work of Boy 
Scouts, lunatics or demoniacs. On the first count we are perfectly 
Willing to have an investigation conductcd by "Intelligence" from 
outside. Wc have heen pressing for this for six wecks without re- 
sult, On’ the second, Boy Scouts are not allowed to lay trails. 
Finally, if this is the work of lunatics it is so extensive that 
Something ought to be donc about it. 

We cannot fail to notc that the crisis of ~ the whole matter

rare. A few new marks appeared about a week ago, but not many- We 
are strongly of the opinion that plans had been made to aid some KULG.

This is the first survey of its kindj/ previous observations sent in being 
more or less at random as to place, date, & numbers. Details for compar- 
ison are therefore not available, and Inv:'s conclusions on incresaes, 
decreases, etc. are based on recollection of these previous general 
observations. 


Areas in 4 different parts of Fulham were examined and a total of 130 (73 

Writings, 41 Drawings, and I6 Numericals) was collected. They occurred, 
very largely, on walls at the corners of streets. The doors & walls of 
Surface-shelters, where writings « drawings have previously been remarked, 
yielded nothing in this survey. 


The principal change noted was (since 6 months ago } the tremendous decrease 
in Facist and Communist slogans, only one of the former and two of the 
latter being noticed, and these bore every appearance of having been 
written a long time previously. In this conection 3 chalked-up Dates were 
probably the work of one or other party, but none were later than last 
December.

Dear Mr England, 


Thank you for your letter. Please understand it is a 
great pleasure to me to find someone - like yourself - interested in 
the vagaries of our business. That my comments are vague and 
perhaps involved is brought about by the fact that we constantly come 
up against phenomena which completely annihilate rules, or tricks of 
the trade which we have applied and used for years. Audiences react 
in the most astonishing way and they can never be relied upon. One may 
work an idea which is a riot. Encouraged by this, one may apply exactly 
the same principle in the writing of another - to find it a flop. 


But to the poirits in your letter:- 


(A) I mst add,to my last letter,comments about the "Way people say a thing” - 
of course it is not a pew idea. Many old-timers achieved success 
by means of their style of working. The late Harry Tate is a gooa 
example. The newness comes about this way, it seems to me;— 


In the old days a comedian would say something funny in a fumny way. 
Or, as in Harry Tate's case, he would perform in a FUNNY sketch, 


Nowadays wiericheocesitbobetxefmensxityr fer a comedian can take any 
homely, everyday expression = not in the least bit fumny = and by his 
way of saying it - make it funny. 


"Turned out nice again" was an expression used every day 
by thousands of middle-elass people. Yet, when Sandy Powell says it - 
everybody =~ EVEN the people who made use of the expression as a social 
ice=-breaker - regard it as being funny. 


I have been amised to hear people say "I LIKE JACK 
WARNER, HE'S RILL GOOD." In all seriousness they will pronounce 
the word "Real" just as Jack does = and yet they appreciate his 
exaggerated caricature of that type of pronunciation. Fumny, when 
the victim of the caricature is the first to appreciate the 


inventor One would have imagined that the victim would have 
been incensed, Obviously he can't realise that he, himself, 
does pronounce words that way. If he did he would consider it 


was the right way and would see nothing fumny in Jack's work. 
(B)  "“COCONUT"ISLAND".

commentary. It seldom,there,got the laughs it did in tow. But I 
"backed the number both ways’ if you remember. I handed a terrific 

sop to the masses by making the commentary a vehicle for ‘Impersonations’. 
However the commentary=-part was received, I was nearly always assured of 4 
successful middle-part, when I did a quick-change into Robertson Hare ete. 
Believe me it mrt me to have to stoop to impersonations, which I have 
always regarded as being a decided sign of weakness. But I had to as 
that type of thing is so incredibly popular with the masses, 


(C) The substitution of letters of the alphabet for words in a sketch 
is also one of my weaker moments. Yet, I mst say it nearly always ‘goes’, 
and goes universally. That sort of idea comes under the "Novel" 
category. People are intrigued to see how it works out. They sort 
of hang on to one s utterances in the hope that we shall trip up and 
say a word instead of a letter. Apart from this - (although nothing 
could be simpler to write inasmuch as you start off on a set idea which 
gives you definite bounds and which you know will either work out or 
fizzle out)- it gives the impression of being remarkably ‘smart’ and 


‘clever.” stually, as I say, it is neither difficult to write 
nor difficult to work. 


I should say, however, that although I am rather ashamed of that type 
of stunt sketch - there is - and always will be = a demand for it. 


(D) Yes, concert=-party audiences never seem to react well to anything 
subtle. There is something about the atmosphere of a seaside pavilion 
which makes them want simple, homely '‘tried=and-tme”" material. 

Try as people do - we have to revert to the old three-handed gags and 
broad patter. Ronald Frankau put on an original type of concert- 
party years ago... The Cabaret Kittens. My wife was with them for some 
time. His show was a riot at Weston-super—Mare for, I think three 
years, - but it flopped badly at Eastbourne. I think the reason 
was that it was not sufficiently traditional. Though why it should 
go well in one place and not in another is just another of those 
extraordinary things referred to in my first paragraph. 


I always - so far as concert-party is concerned - try to work a 
number in which there IS a certain amount of depth or subtelty which 
the few may recognise and appreciate - but combine it with something 
broad which everyone can understand. If the former doesn't go 
it s just a pity - but one still feels ome can get off to the wings 
with a bit of applause on the latter. In fact I have got so 
used to saying to Nan -"®his so-and-so idea I'm a bit frightened about. 


I like it - but I don't think it'll go. ‘Still it'll be alright because 
I've backed it both ways". 
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(E) The only restrictions in broadcasting are those you mention added 
to obvious present-day restrictions of a patriotic nature... such as 
references to the weather and remarks which may be regarded as 
bad propoganda. As an author I would say that the restrictions 
mean hardly anything compared with the boundless scope afforded 
by the meairampf broadcasting. Your characters can go anywhere 
and do the most amazing things. (Eric Barker's “Lord Blockhead" is 
an example . He exploits the medium to its fullest extent. No 
flight of fancy is impossible. His characters can be sitting on top 
of a barrage-balloon, or they can be flung out to sea on the end of 
an anchor=rope.

So, as I say, although there are restrictions, they are easily 
respected, and mean hardly anything so far as wwiting scripts for radio 
is concerned, 


Thank you very mech for your idea = but contradicting what I have 
just said above - I am rather doubtful about restrictions: It occurs 
to me that there would be a possibility that the Sorporation might 
regard the discomforts and general adventures of a civilian when he 
joins up, as touchy material for a comedy=-sketch. From the 
propoganda point of view it would be bad to broadcast the idea that 
joining the army is anything but getting paid to see the world - 
welcomed into the arms of a sergeant-major =- and generally 
taking on a job far, far more enjoyable than the one the bloke has 
just been forced to leave. 


This is only my own opinion - but I feel pretty sure I'm right. 
The men in the army would like it - but how about the bloke who is 
\ just waiting to be called up? 


Please excuse typing and, again, an involved, lengthy 
reply to yours. But as I said at the besinning, it IS difficult to be 
brief and concise when one's mind ponders on the peculiarities of this 


business.

My dictionary gives "A sporting 
raillery" as one of the definitions, I would say a joke is something that 
makes people laugh, Some jokes make lots of people laugh - some make only a few. 
There are so many différent types of joke, it seems. /

Dear Mr England, 
Thank you for your letter of the 26rd. 


It is rather difficult for me to answer your questions, as 
I have never worked my “Hollywood reconstructions" on a stage. They were 
written essentially as radio sketches. The only reaction I get is 
fan-mail which promots me to believe that this type of thing is quite 
highly regarded by the sphhisticated few - but not of general appeal to 
the masses. The letters I receive on my American stuff are usually 
from an obviously intelligent or educated source. That there is not 
an enormous ouantity of letters concerning this section of our radio work 
may be accounted for by the fact that the intelligent or educated person 
seldom takes the trouble to write effusive letters. hat is the reason 
I use to smooth my vanity when it becomes ruffled by the disheartening 
trickle of letters! 


The section of our work which gets an unaccountably good 
reaction is that which includes "Very Tasty--Very Sweet”. I have had 
hundreds of letters - all most eulogistic - and nearly everyone contains 
‘suggestions for our future use. As the essense of these food sketches 
is the shameful use of the ordinary common or garden PUN - it occurs to 
me that, although it may be the lowest form of wit - it has a great anneal 
to the masses, Apart from this, it occurs to me that these sketches 
which are all to do with food may derive a certain amount of appéal from 
the fact that people are at the present time vividly "Food conscious", 


Last Sunday we did two shows on the Isle @f Wight and 
I tried one of our Tasty-Sweet sketches. I had never worked anything of 
the sort on a stage before. It was presented in quite a simple way - no 
make-up or provs. The reaction thpoughout was good = astonishingly so. 
When I announced that we were going to do one of our Tasty Sweet radio 
sketches, there was an embarrassing display of enthusiasm, and when, 
during the sketch, I actually said "VERY TASTY... VERY SWEET" for the first 
time, the audience nearly had hysterics. 


I gathered from this that a theatre audience loves to hear 
on a stage something which they have heard over the air...providing they have 
heard it often enough and it has become ponular, @f @ourse. 


Further, it added strength to my theory that there is a 
new vogue or style in comedy these days. The theory i8 that it doesn't 
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matter so much what the modern comic says. He gets his laugh by the 
WAY He SAYS IT. Hveryone knew I was going to say "Very Tasty- 


Very Sweet" - therefore there was no novelty, neither is there anything 


funny in it. What vulled the enormous laugh was - obviously =- the way 
I said it. 


If Jack Warner were unknown and were to submit one of his 
scripts to a producer, - say, his "EELS" or one of his letters from 
his brother, I feel sure it would be read with astonishment. It would 
be regarded as utterly unfunny and almost pointless. 


It is the way he says "EELS" and the way he reads his letters 
that gets the enormous reaction...and rightly so, because = in his hands - 
it IS remarkably funny. 


Arthur Askey's "I THANGYOW" is another example. 


This all seems fairly obvious, and I'm afraid it will not 

be of any use to you. But I cannot say much more as I am not a 
Comedian = only an "Entertainer" or "Humorist" = and there is a great 
difference. We don't crack gags or tell disjointed stories in our 
act. Everything we do is in the form of a sketch which has some 
satirical bearing on some facet of life. For example our Very Tasty- 
Very Sweet series started originally as a satire exploiting the 

person with the one-track mind. All our "RADIO INTERVIEWS" in 
"Howdy Folks" were written on the same lines. Our "Coconut Island" 
number satirises the American Commentator with the poetic soul 


and the American accent giving a highly coloured commentary on a 
travelefilm. 


I find that satire of this kind goes quite well with an audience 
PROVIDING the subject chosen is one which is universally known. The 
Travel-Film idea, mentioned above, is great in Town where there are 
hundreds of News Theatres - but no good at all in the heart of the country. 

But this, again, seems fairly obvious. 


Hope all this will be of some help. Please let me know if 
there are any points you would like amplified.

Kenneth Bird) is Art Editor. Large room with desk,chair and book 
case and a drawing board all along one wall; few landscapes on the 
walls. One one table complete set of English comic papers,current 
numbers,and some American ones. Mr. Bird a man of about fifty,thick- 
set,glasses. 

(Obs. How is it possible to know what people like?) It's not 
possible at all. You certainly can't tell from the letters that 
come in to the office because obviously it is only one type of person 
who writes to the editor. Even if there is whole body of letters on 
one subject all we know then is that the opposition is organised,we 
don't take any notice of it. If the circulation goes down it may 
be some indication but with circulations there is always a time lag; 
you may have a bad number one week and the circulation will go down 
two months later even if the next numbers are good again. I can't 
explain it,I'm not going to guarantee that it is true but it seems 
to be the case. But then of course other factors come in to play 
there; obviously if nobody goes near a newsagent for a fortnight 
the sales are going to go down. At the beginning of the war they 
went down; but they're up now,higher than before the war. 

The only way to make up the paper is to exercise our own 
judgement. KXuzm All jokes that go into the paper are seen by myself 
and the editor; if we both think them funny then they go in; if 
one of us doesn't then they don't. There is always a danger of 
a two-man dictatorship but I think it is the only way. The science 


of Galluping hasn't got far enough yet for ys to use it. 


You'll never get anywhere if you set out to please the public; 
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for one thing you will never be able to see the effect that the 
paper has on a man as he opens it at his breakfast table. Far more 
important you will never be able to get anywhere if you treat 
humour merely as a proefegxkpm trade. You have got to produce the 
stuff you enjoy hn the hope that others wll enjo¥ it too. Look 

at Disney's "Pinocchio" for example; you gan see that that was 
made by a man who loveé his art. He'd prefer to was spend half his 
time and half his money re-making half that picture than to put 

it on to the market when he knew it wasn't good. 

(Obs asked about other papers who obviously did not pursue 
this course) Well,in my opinion those are empirical. They are on 
their last legs financially , and the editor wants to buy stuff 
as cheap as possible. He can't be caught out by buying dearer stuff 
and then finding it doesn’t help to sell the paper. So he plays for 
safety the whole time and buys only the cheaper stuff; and for those 
prices he can't get the best artists. 

(obs asked about prices in Punch) The lowest rates that we 
pay i@ 4 gufttheas for a small drawing,8 for a half page and 12 for 
a full page. These are our lowest rates, but when somebody has been 
working for us for a few months then we raise them. For ideas with 
no drawings we pay from one to three guineas and then hand them 
on to an artist though of course we would much prefer the full 
drawings. Some of our artists have joined up and they were afraid 
thet there would be no chance for them when they come back; so we 
offer them two-thirds of their normal rates for roughs; that leaves 
them the incentive to finish the drawings if they can but if they 


can't they know they are not forgotten. 


We've got about 150 artists on our books,all types,some of 


them professional artists,most of them in fact,but all sorts. Any 
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drawing that reaches the buiding is sent up to me and I never send 
back a rejection slip without some indication that I have seen it. 
So many disgruntled artists say that only the office boy saw lit; 
that is just not true. Some artists we nurse,encourage them thougn 
we can't print what they send in. Now we have started scholarships 
for artists. So many of them have no idea what to do,where to send 
their drawings and so on. 

Humour really is a sense of propertion. Nothing more exotic 
than that,just a sense of proportion. When things assume the wrong 
proportion then humour acts as a corrective. Not merely that of 
course because in that case humour would die out in the perfect 
state,there would be no lack of proportion and therfore no humour. 
It is also appreciative. When we see a comedian on the stage pre- 
tending to have lost his sense of proportion we are laughing not 
merely at that but also at the g# fact that the comedian is so 
cleverly giving the appearance of somebody else. That is why 
humour will sever die out. 

The reason for axfreeense in national humours is because 
they need a sense of proportion in different matters. 1 have never 
fouhd a lack of appreciation in any country but some subjects don't 

countries | 
seem funny in some gubgjaeks simply because they are subjects tha 
don't affect the people; they don't need a sense of proportion in 
that direction,it's not one of their problems. 

All this of course is vague and possibly off your point. But 
if you go any further you are losing your sense of kumpux prop- 
ortton and the result is a negation of humour! 

(Obs asked how he made a joke yp) You have to make a@ drill of 


it. It's no use going round with a notebook in your pocket looking 
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for something £s funny to happen; you'd never get anywhere that 
way. I have to do all my work in my spare time, I've got a job here 
and that takes nearly all my time. Once a week I take a morning 


off and sit down knowing that I must think of something funny. 


Supposing I want to make a joke about a bus I begin thinking about 
the behaviour of a-human being when he comes into contact with a 
bus ,what he does,why he does it. I®@ I haven't got any ideas like 
that I think of what I do in the morning,get up,go downstairs, 
have breakfast,wait for a bus,lok first this way and then that,and 
it is not very long before you find something illogical in tracing 
your own behatiour. And then you can draw it. 

It's quite simple. I find that the artists who say that the 
jod is difficult are those that think of terms in themselves all 
the time,whose jokes are subjective. If you look outwards and 
think more about humanity then it all comes easily. All of us are 
frightened of getting out of the light, woria@ afraid we wouldk be 
missed but it wale not true. The wobld would be much better if we 
were all out ofthe light. 

In some subjects of course you have got to get past readers 
resistance. Magic carpets for instance. Nobody is going to read 
what is under a joke about a magic carpet. Or two people on a 
desert island. Or two plumbers in a bathroom. Or two tramps under 
a hedge;bound to be something about digging for victory. It needs 
a superhuman effort to get audiences to read what is under such 
pictures,they have seen them al] before. The Indian rope trick is 
another one like that. 

(Obs mentioned some who believed there was no such thing as 


a new joke) That is merely wishful thinkingyyou can't get away 
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with that. There are millions of new jokes, wou will never run dry 
of subjects until humanity is perfect. Certainly there are some 
situations that tend to recur and sometimes an old joke can be rep- 
eated for the technical pleasure that can be got out of it. For 
instance, xmerg'a new version of the curate's egg would be worth 
its weight in gold but half the joke there would be that it Was a 
joke of a joke. The mechanics there would be important. 

Sometimes of course an old joke gets into the paper but never 
a good old joke. Every joke &s seen by five or six people and if 
any one of them remembers it then out it goes. Every now and again 
none of us remember the joke and then the ppiginal author says that 
it was first printed in 1905 and what are we going to do about it? 
You just can't help that sort of thing. Basically I suppose that 
there is no such thing as a new joke any more than there is a new 
man. But that man can do thousands of different things. All these 
people dishing up pictures of our troops in the trenches seem to 
forget that there age no trenches in this war. 

In Hollywwod,of course, they have special gagsters to add the 
jokes. You write the story then these men add the gkaurx jokes after- 
wards. They may produce a comic horse in a tragedy or change the 
hero's name so they can make a crack’ about it in the picture. 

Names are not fair; you make up the premises and then crack 
the joke. You hold five aces. It's thexz same with puns unless they 
are spongtaneous. Humour must dpring from behaviour,must be produced 
by charcter. The man in questiom must think he is behaving Xklogic- 
ally yet at the same time be behaving illogically. There's a whole 


series of jokes now that take phrases like "Walking on air"“and portray 
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them literally. You think they are funny at first but then you see 
they are not playing fair; they are playing with similés. It wouldn't 
be funny to take Keat's simile and draw a picture of Stout Cortes. 

I think I've read practically every book on humour but they 
are not very good. Bergson for instance is founded almost entirely 


on Moliere. Best one of all is by the American Max Muller. 
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iiom 4 INTERVIEW WITH TED KAVANAGH AND FRANCIS WORSLEY 

. | writer and producer of "Itma”,"Phoney Island"etc 


: 


UY Interview took place in canteen at B.B.C. . Mr Kavanagh a 
man of avout 40,fat,tough looking. Mr Worsley,wno entered in middle 
of interview, a man of about thirty,moustache,green plus fours. 
Kavanagh: Well,I'm mainly concerned with serials on the wire- 

less aw there's rather a particular technique about them. I think 
that the central character has got to be a little man with no 
pretensions, a man whom you could invite home to tea, a man whom 
you like on or off the stage. He has got to be without pretensions 
nd he must remain a little man throughout, like Charlie Chaplin 
at the end of all his films. But this point about sympathy with the 
characters is important; look at Charlie Chaplin,or Gracie Fields, 
or George Formby, all of those are little people. The people that 
xu can be made fun of are the preten&SBious kind Wagm, everybody 

likes to see the breeks come offf% them. But in a series such as “len 
at Work" all the humour is at the expense of a woman; I don't think 
that women will like that at all, any more than can any servant 

girl when they are invariably depicted as nalf wits with adenoids. 

I always try and avoid that type of humomr as far as possible.Nemember 
for one thing that the radio is essentially a homely method of 
humour and can't be escapist like the cinema. Most of our listeners 
are l&stening in their kitchens and are constantly liable to to 

be interrupted, you can't greate much of an illusion. 

One of the difficulties about a series is that you have to 

find a setting in which an infinite number of events can take 


place. Itma usedw an office, Phoney +sland is using a fun fair;"Men 


at Work" has got a hotel I believe but I'm thinking of using the 
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same scene in rather another way. i should have an enormous hotel 
wnere the most trivial things happened, a banquet for thousands of 
guests and none of them turned up and so on. 

I have a purpose behind these shows. Itma was an effort to 
Show the little man struggling against officiaddom and the mass of 
ministrges, and Phone’ Island is to give him a taste of what he is 
missing if he won't get a holiday this year. 

Twists are all important these days; in some ways they are a 
form of pun. If somebody says "milk chocolate" and another says "y 
can't" that is just an example - a bad one - of a mew light ona 
Simple statement tnat nobody had ever seen before. But the main 
reason 1 think is the inedequacy of the English lahguage. These 
phrases take on because they fill a need; bus conductors say "I 
thanyow", when people get annoyed they use me a Handley&&m or say 
Blue tencil. Before that there was nothing. 

The surprise value ia impirtant in all material but I don't 
think that the En@élish public limes wisecracks. 

One of our difficulties particularly at the beginning of the 
war. Every word of the Garrison Theatre programmes was read,nobody 
went an inch outside their script,though this was very difficult 
for some comedians who always gagged. At first even in the compet-~- 
itions every word was read from a script, all worked out before- 
hand. 

Of course the main difference between radio and music hall is 
that once radio is used it's dead for all time while on the halls 
comedians tend to become streotyped and use exactly the same act 
for years. The theory that waat was good enough for their fathers 


must be good enough forxr them. 
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(Francis Worsley comes to table;Kavanagh explains purpose of 
obs visit) Worsley. You've been told I stppose that the base of all 
comedy is sadism? 

Obs ;Yes,that seems to be the most obvious conclusion. 

Kavanagh; I'm not so sure that a btter definition isn't 
the comedy side of the obvious. That's not really a definition but 
it brings out the fact that comedy must have a general applicability. 
And I still insist that Ehe best humour is that which laughs with 
not at. 

Worsley; Sex of course is a very popular subject. I think 
the reason for tnat is that the whole subject is so furtive,people 
don't mention it and any reference is of course funny because it ts 
forbidden. We can't do that on the wireless and we find that a very 
good test of the popularity ofm a show is how children take to it. 
They are more open for one thing and most people are not supposed 
to lave a mental age of more thah twelve. 

(Digression on psychology) 

Worsley; It's my theory that the popularity of Funf in 
Itma is that he is a similar charcter to the devil in the old 
miracle play. ‘‘ather the same type of tdea comes into Toy Town which 
is just as popular among adults as it 1S among children. 

Obs; What about making up the material? 

Aavanagn; Some people use a gag book,!l never have. It is 
possible of course to say that there ape not more than about 15 
gags and that all jokes are merely twists of these but I'm not sure 
about that. Some jokes of course appear in the same form time after 


time but that's not necessary. 
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Very few of the comedians are funny men are funny off the 
Stage; Artnur Askey bubbles but most of them are very self centred. 
Wiost of them became comedians because they had got a funny voice 
or sometning and they have no intelligence at all. 

Worsley; Actually there is provincial and west end radio just 


as there is musical. You have to cater for all sorts on the wireless 
naturally. 

Back on the subject of dirty jokes I think one of the reasons 
that they are successful is the shock value, though that is rather 
the same point as Was made before. But reputations can be ruined by 
dirt. Arthur Askey for instance when he went on the halls and when 
he found that his show wasn't going, too well put ina dirty joke 
and got an easy xxkf@ laugh; ne kept it in and put in otners so that 
by the time he came to London he was pretty filthy. I'm sure by 
that he lost a large part of his audience which was a family one. 

Tne same with Itma. There was one crack where Tommy Handley 
nad to say "not bloody likely"; I argued with gack Hylfon that it 
would be silly to put it in but he kept it in. The first night 
the theatre was fairly full of children; I asked him again but 
he thought that it was just B.B&¢C. prudishness. The joke didn't 
get a haugh, it was out next night, and &he main criticism of 
the weeten tan was that one remark. 

Some of the Handley's remarks were cut out by the Lord 
Chamberlain though they had passed all the B.3.C. censors; such 
remarks as "Kiss me on the catamaran" and "nibble my nick-nacks" 


don't mean a thing but the Chamberlain thought that they might. 


We got a very large number of those sent in every week but we 


a. S 
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didn't use a single one. They have to be fitted in very carefully 
and the only ones that were really funny were the cirty ones. 
Plagiarism you can't stop. Two weeks before we opened at 


Birmipgheam there had been a show there called “It's That Wan Again" 


and that is going on all the time.

I can tell you one thing; anything in the world will go down 


publishers of concert party material 


unless it's blue. You can't have anything that is at all blue in any 
amateur stuff,it just doesn't work. In the music halls I don't 
believe that the people reaily listen at all; they like to listen 

to a lot of noise and see a lot of leg and that satisfies them; but 
in a concert party every word matters. 

We have all sorts nere,some of our customers are very rich 
indeed,very rich. I think monologues are a bit more popular than 
songs at the moment but in monologues the musical background is 
very important. k# In Cyril Fletcher's "Dreaming of Thee" there 
is a piano playime at the back but you don't notice it do you? We 
used to print on our monologues that the piano should be there but 
always followin the reciter but we don't How. 

So many concert parties are done in church halls for instance 
and there is always the fear that the vicar may slip in for a bit. 
And places like Caxton Hall which is very superior are even more 
careful of what goes on. But in a case like that it's the same aa 
the Albert Hall and highbrow music a lot of people go just to say 
that they have gone. 

(Q. Do any types object to any jokes?) No,if s thing is well 
done it will go down anywhere. John Tilly and Cyril Fletcher are 
very popular as well as the more lowbrow ones. The cockneys like 
cockney humout though I shouldn't think that you'd very often get 
an audience cons&sting completely of cockneys. Norman Long used to 
do a lot of cockney work before he became a prodfessional and John 


Rorke - but he's always been very versatile. 
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Everything depends on the way it is done. Frankau for instance 
you couldn't imagine him singing a ballad could you? All sorts of 
people use the wrong material and wonder why they are no use. Susette 
Tarri is going off because of that, and »eonard Henry. And another 
thing people come in here for Cyril Fletchers and vack Warner's 
stuff because they have heard it on the wireless and think it funny; 
but they don't realise how hard it is to get it over. 

(In answer to question man said that they had@ no connection 


with any concert parties; they only sol@ the stuff and din't see it 


again) 
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AN A =e MR.LEONARD HENRY 


Interview too pb in wax bar. Mr Nenry a man of about fifty, 


fairly short,middle class. 

(Obs explains purpose) You've got a job. But the one thing that 
I want to know above all others ws who makes up rude stories. There 
are hundreds of them about,some of the very clever indeed, but 
nobody ever claims authorsnip of them. In normal conversation a man 
who has invented something brings it out,"a little song I've written 
or something, like that is soon mentioned. But with rude stories 
nobody ever claims authorship. I wrote an article about it once; 
called them risky stories,not rude of course, 

The first thing about humour is that you must talk about 
subjects that the audience knows about; they will never laugn unless 
they understand what you are talking. And the second point is that 
the basis of all numour is cruelty. In a hospital tne yoke that 
nenver fails is "he's got a pain in his toe” meaning that he's had 
his leg off or a pain in his finger meaning he has nad nis arm 
off. They never fail. 

Racio technique of course is very different to stage or 
films. On the radio you go very faat - and you'll be surprised how 
much script is needed for a quarter of an hour's show on your own - 
on the music hall it is medium,and on the films it is very slow, 
hold on to anything as long as you can. Why kt is I don't know; 
on wireless of course you are only using one sense,the ear, while 
on the films you have got a close up of a face as well,probably 
that makes the difference. 

The music hall public must have some dirt. They've been 


given so much of it,whether they like it or not,that they must have 


- 


dirt. If I go on after a dirty turn I know I'm sunk. And if I'm 

sunk I begin to amuse myself. There's a crack I make about a stuffed 
olive being a grape(?) with a rear light. Nobody's ever laughed at 
that yet but I think it very funny. If ever you hear me make that 
joke you know that I've given up the audience and intend just to 
amage myself for the rest of the turn, 

(Asked difference in men and women) There's quite a lot of 
difference, Men are more Honestly filthy, their minds are purely @ 
dirty but the women are more subtle,more suggestive. 1 nave one gag 
in which I have a zip fastener on my pants and zip it down and show 
my pants; the wome love that. And another one about making; silk 
and keeping my own worm; they bove that Yoo. 

But you have got to be domestic with women; Keep to sex,and 
food and the kitchen. You must never use politics, while with men 
you can. If I say that Hitler gets up at eight o'clock but the 
aiser rises at Doorm, the men will like that but the women won't 
understand it. Tney would take a reference to Chamberlain's umbrella 
in straight form but they wouldn't understand any allusion to it. 

With high class audiences xgu I have kaxpraka@nd to be more 
of a gentleman and not talk so much of domestic affairs. Tney just 
haven't got any domestic life. 

Ll write all my own stuff,nave done,every song and poem and joke 
for the last fourteen years. All the wireless people do,Claude Hulbert, 
“abel Constanduros,the Western Srothers; they have to because 
anything broadcast on the wireless gdammxfs once is done for and 
the prbfessional funny men don't like that at all and won't write 


for it. I just work on an idea until it comes right, though I must 


have the background of course; it's no use writing a gag about Old 
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Moore's Almanac unless you've read a copy thoroughly. Some of the 


material is spontaneous on the stage of course. 

Tnere's a new tendency to use ctachphrases like Jack “arner 
and Arthur Ad@key. The danger about that method is that after about 
siz months people say “oh that again" and get annnoyed any time 
that they hear the remark. 1 used to say "D'you know?” a lot but I 


always tried to follow it up. 


One thing that always work is a good song. It is possible 
to get nearly anoybody singing. The present King has sung vigorously 
but Churchill just turned his back,couldn't get a laugh out of him 
at all. 

It's a bad thing that paegpxe the wireless is on the whole time. 
For one thing people don't listen carefully now,they just put it 
on,xeep it on the whole time, and never really listen at all. And 
another thing is that they have to put something on the whole time 
and the result is that a lot is very poor stuff. With television 
they had to limit the time because there simply wasn’t enough 
written to fill up the whole time. If wireless was only on for some 


times of Gay people would say "The wireless is on in ten minutes" 


it would be something to book forward too. 
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JOKES 


Since Mass-Observation first sthr bed in 1937..a -continous 
study has been made of the things veople laugh at, Our jokes 
specialist is now in the Army, but he has managed to find time 
LO report on the recent gauestion to the National Panel of observers 
hen they were ssked what were their six favourite jokes. These 
"orivate" jokes, the anecdotes which people laugh sbout most 
fith their friends in pub, club and home, show some interesting 
contrasts 2nd simil=rities witn the tnoings they laugh at in 
public, in the vescetime music hails of Blackpool and the wartime 
music halls of London. 

Below is a table showim the order of frequency with which 
these jokes occurred in observers >rivate lists, in wartime music 
hall and peacetime Biackpool 

Jokes 290uu: Order of ¥requency 
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Observers were asked for their ideas about why theyle ough at 
the jokes they do laugh at. The 1 -rge majority took each joke 
separately am attempted an explanation. Among the minority 
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Writer of scripts for the Crazy Gan;¢, 
Billy Bennett,George Robey, Will Fyffe, 
syd Walket etc. 
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Obs. called at Mr. Wisesgs vrivate house where he does all his 
work. Door opened by maid or lanlady'’s daughter, then saw Mrs. Wise 
Shown into the dining room where Wr. Wise met him; he was just 
recovering from 'flu and was in dressing gown and pyjamas. Small 
typewriter on table desk with papers in corner,on walls a drawing 
of Billy “ennet and on a table a signed photograph of Syd Walker. 
Mr Wise a man about 60, rother short but looked active. 


(Told point of visit) More then anything that has influenced 


me in writing was something that Mark Sheridan - I don't suppose you 
remember him,pernaps you know his name - when I took him a song. 


I had hopes then of educating the public and he seid to me "rem- 
ember that 90% of your audience lives in the kitchen". And that's 
trye; some of my cleverest stuff is still there unsold. I sit dovwn 
to make the 3.P, laugh. I've written some terrivie piffle and tripe, 
but it is that that has made my money. 

You nave got to have stuff that is understood. There are two 
subjects that never go down in music halls, there is no appeal 
in historical jokes or in golfing ones. A gag about William Rufus 
or NMereward the wWeke, or even Henry VIII, it doesn’t mean a thing 
to most people. But soldiers,sailors,volicemen,blacknw puddings, fish 
and chips they do mean something,they mean a lot. 

If you make a highbrow joke only about 10% of the audience 
understands it; but on the other hand if you make a lowbrow one the 
10% who understood the highbrow one also understands the lowbrow 
one. I remember at the old Empire,Leicester Square,I think, there 


was a jerprybuilding sketch that brough the house down, though it 


was very far from the usual sophisticated west end material. The 


"Bi 
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Wild,West and McGinty(sic) act at the London Pelladium now is the 


same sort of thing. When I hear Frankau on the wireless I can 
appreciate and enjoy him, but it is all above the heads of the 
crofééss and the women in their kitchens. 
I believe in the element of surprise,and I write my stuff 

carefully for that effect. “eorge Elrick was teeling me that he 
nad though a line of mone of my gags was unnecessary and he left it 
out; but one night he put it in and he got an even bigger laugh. 
What I laugh at is not always funny,and Bome of the silliest stuff 
is the most successful. I wrote all George Jackley's Lyceum panto 
stuff for instance and the princesses have sung "Tweet tweet” and 
"How does the hen know the size of an eggcup when she lays her eggs?" 
the words are just nonsenge. But you wouldn't get a chorus song that 
was a success with diffiaalt words. Simplicity is so im portant. 
Tom Webster and Bert Thomas are both first class comedians but when 
they have turned to the stage - perhaps I ought not to say this - 
they haven't been a success. If you read an article by tnem anc you 
come to a bits that needs reading again you can stop and do it; 
but in a music hall or on the wireless it's gone for good. 

You may get a wisecrack in a picture that's a great success; 
but the same remark in a music hall will be an absolute flop.And 
again with some joke you may get a laugh in the first house and 
hardly a titter at the second. Sometimes you have got to get just 
the right inflection,there is a lot in that. And then there is the 
feed in a double act; he is just as important as the comedian and 
id he makes a mistake the whole gag may go. He is working there 


though nobody notices him;just the same as when I go to Liverpool,say, 


I don't bother about the signalman and so forth. 
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Some comedians of course will make a good joke 60 wrong and 
others can get a laugh out of anything. George Robey,for instance, 
could do anything by raising an eyebrow. 

I wrote one of the earliest of the war shows out "Over the Top". 
That did excellent business when it opened at Shepherd's Bush, but 
that doesn't go for the whole country. At Bradford for example it 
was just all right but at Hull it beat Sandy Powell's show of the 
week before. On the whole it is doing all rignt but you just can't 
tell. The whole thing is war. The people are called up froma a 
factory the boss's son and the hands, then on parade and the W.A.A.F.s 
- no,thnat's tne last war - and so on. 

For that show we used a lot of gags from the last war - I don't 
file them,I've got a good memory - which were all new to this 
generation. What's wrong with some comedians is that they bring 
them up again too soon; you snould wait until they are old enough 
to b e new as the saying goes. I don't know if you heard Yorky and 
scotty on tne wireless last summer; well,I wrote their stuff and 
Bernard Buckham in the Daily Mirror wrote and said how nice it was 
to hear fresh stuff and a new act and so on, and he picked out 
for special mention a joke that I had heard when I was a boy; Il 
Suppose he is a yauung man, and the joke was old enough to be new. 
The same things are happening to-day as yesterday, you have got the 
same essentials and it's up to you to twist them and make them 
sound new. ihere must have been someone who made the first aviation 
joxe and the first wireless j@ke and tnings like that; but apart 
from that there is love,beer,sausages,black puddings,soldiers, 


sailors,»oolicemen, all the same things which only need a new over- 
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coat. You have got to put on old gass with a modern finisn. 

Of course you must know your artists too. I've dealt with 
Billy Bennet,Will Fyffe, and Talbot O'Farrell at the height of his 
fame had a complete repertoire from me;an irish song, a “mother” 
song,patter, a historical song that went down very well in && 
London but nowhere else, It was called"Hypocrites" and went through 
history; but to most people Wolsey was just the mame of underclotnes 
and so on. But Bill's a clever artist,he knows how to handle his 
material. But some of the comedians are just like gramopnhomes. The 
najority of the comedians have their stuff Kaxvwrittefi for them;some 
of them I am convinced haven't got a sense of fhnumour at all. I 
know a man that can get the audience into fits,have it in the 
hollow of his hand. “et he will come off and speak to you or me 
and you won't see a spark of humour in him. 

The reactions of ana audience are funny. I went over to Walth- 
amtow some years ago to see a man who wanted some material. He said 
to me "what I want is a few pages of surefire gags which just can't 
fail"; I said to him "if I could give you that I wouldn't have 
come all the way to Walthamstow ona a night like this, 1 should be 
in my yacht in the Pacific". You will get a simply marvellous show 
and it will fade out. And on the other side there was a show like 
"On the Dole" which made Albert Burdon's name just after the war; 
nobody knew why it was so popular but it packed houses fon months, 
created rec ords. 

With a song a lot of plugging will get it somewhere if it's 
got any good in it at all. Pake "Pennies from Heaven",for instance; 


you hear that once on the wireless and you day that's a nice tune 
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and then forget about it. But later on the same day you hear it 
again and then you think about it. And if they play it sufficiently 
often it will have an effect on you. But you can't do that to such 
an extent with music hall shows. 

Then there's a matter of luck. "Me an my Girl" for instance 
was going to come off; then Jack Payne couldn't come on the wireless, 
they got there instead and look what happened to them. 

And auto-suggestion. Somebody hears that wax Miller is good; 
he will go and see him and he won't admit that he doesn't like hin; 
it's a form of snobbery. Just the same as you may see on an advert- 


"Lake so and so headache powders" and when a friend comes 


isement 
to you with a headache fou will tell him to take these powders 
whetner you have tried them yourself or not. In the case of an 
unknown comedian he has got to prove to you first that he is good, 
while with others you think that first. I never thought myself 
that Lauder was a good comedian though I enjoyed him as an artist 
and the way that he got over his songs but he had the audience 
nypnotised. 

I think it is sill of an agent to go to a show and see one 
audience. A bad turn may go down very well and he will book it 
thinking he has got a success; on the other hand a good turn might 
just have a sticky audience the night that he goes and he loses a 
good thing. 

The O'Gorman brothers always tell me that their motto is that 
if they cam amuse 75 to 90% of the audience then the other 10% 


don't matter at all. 


(Obs showed him list of categories) Food is a pretty surefire 
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subject,sex is more nowadays than ever,ill healtn it all depends. 
I don't like dealing with anything like consumption but a boil on 
the back of the neck doesn't hurt anybody's feelings. Lavatory,I've 
no time for that - I've written it,mind you, I've done special jobs 
for people who-.nave wanted it but my heart hasn't been in it I 
haven't liked it. Football and greyhound racing are pretty well 
certainties. Religion is better left out;science and law hardly 
matter at all. 

A politics joke may get applause even if gt gets no laughter. 
For instance Syd Walker went into the Golders vreen pantomime rather 
late with no part written for him and he gave me a contract to 
write for him. And I gav e him a gag one morning; he gets up after 
a meal and he says "I feel full" and tne queen says to him “enough 
is as good as a feast, It is good to get up from table feeling you 
could eat some more" and Syd replies "that's what the Old Age 
Fensioners have been doing for years". Sometimes that gag misfired 
if the audience was particularly well-to-do. But usually it got a 
good laugh and a good deal of applause. A little while ago a remark 
about Chamberlain's umbrella would have been sure of applause 
even if it didn't get a laugh. 

You can be up to date too much; a thing has got to be well plugged 
before it will go down. I may ring up Syd and tell him one and he 
will say "Well,Bill, that's a good one but they won't have read 
this morning's Express until they get home to-night so I can't put 
it in yet". A big subject like the Graf Spee is another matter of 
course. But you get the same difficulty if you parody a song ;how- 


ever clever the parody is you won't get a laugh if the audience 
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doesn't know the original. 

When I sit down to write I put myuse}f in the place of the 
Mugs as I call them. Often you can appeal to their vanity. Some- 
times you get a popular song very much 1lixe an other one; that is 


| 


done on purpose so that the audience can pick it up quickly and 
price themselves on how quick they are on the uptake. 

Sometimes you connect two big laughs with an odd line and 
find that the odd line is the bi@ success; it's like backing three 
norseées,two certainties and an oursider and finding that it 1s the 
oubsider who wins; gags creep in to shows,sometimes a man will make 
a remark with a new intonation and cause 4 laugh. But very few gags 
are surefire in all parts. Local ones are the best like that. l 
write all Shaun Glenville's pantonime material and 1 find out the 
names of local streets and so on and bring, them in - they are 
raise a laugh. In London you can't do that,London is 


too cosmopolitan. Undoubtedly it is the easiest place to amuse, 


iust vpecause it i 
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probably 
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cosmopolitan and what one part of the 
audience won't laugh at another part will. The same is true of 
Liverpool but Yorkshire for exampke is tough. 

Domestic stuff is always popular,tripe often is. One of the 
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difficulties is that words have different meanings in different 
parts of the country; a word that looks all right may be rude and 
you will be hauled up. If you call a girl a tart in Liverpool,for 
instance, yo just mean a bird,but in London it is a woman of the 
streets. Tne word may seem all right to xmm me but a friend will 


say tnat in so-and-so it means so-and-so. 


With a better class audience you just serve the same stuff 
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up in a more sophisticated form;you have to. But with most people 
you have to shove it gown their throats. 

(Asked about resemblance between Codiseum and Lewisnam Cinder- 
ellas) As it happens I can tell you about that. Four years ago 
Laidler thought of giving up that script and rented Lt to Lotinga 
for touring rights. But apparently this year he has cecidedk to 
bring it back and so Lotinga and Laidler are hoth using the same 
script in the same town. 

Of course a lot of pinching goes on. A man will see someone 
using ant old gag in 4& show and he will say " Do you see that so-and-so 
is using that old gag in his show; still if it's good enough for 
him,if it gets him a laugh,it will get me one too” and he will 
take it over. A lot of that pwoes on, but co-incidence accounts for 


a great deal too. 
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INTERVIEW WITH MR. CON WEST 


Writer of many revues including all material 
of Ernie Lotinga, Tom Gamble, Scott and Whaley, 
etc. 
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Mr. West has West end office in Regent Street. Obs called 
about 11.30, had to wait a few minutes then was shown into main 
"office"; Mr. West has no secretary but &kexre a small portion of 
the room has been made into an anti-room. In main office are 
desk with few odds and ends on,magazines etc., a business cnair 
and a large old armchair. Also large filing cahinets. Walls con- 
tained about 20 pictures of stage stars,mostly very old and 
fading. Mr. West tall,ratner fat, well dressed. 

(Obs explsined purpose of visit). Well the first thing is that 
the most popular subject is other people's discomforts and in 
physical humour. If you saw personally a man teing sick you woulc 
be disgusted; but on the stage it is almost a certain laugh. If 
you see 2a man in rags come on tne stage and fall down you laugh; 
but if a man in silk hat and morning coat does the same thing 
it's a much greater laugh. On the stage a scene in a dentist 
with people screaming and fainting; but in real kangk life you 
might laugh at it nappening to somebody else but when the dentist 
says "you're next" then you don't think it so funny. 

When writing it is best not to think of laughing oneself but 
let your thoughts flow. And the first thing to think about is the 
comedian who is going to put over your stuff. Ernie Lotinga for 
instance has a certain type of humour that he'll get b@g laughs 
with and others will get nothing. Some of course rely on business, 
falling about and so on, while others stand still and don’t move 
at all. 

London audiences are the easiest to amuse in the world; I say 


in the world, at any rate in England; it's hardest with Newcastle 
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and Leeds. Bradford and Hanley used to be known as tne comics’ 
graveyard byt they are much better now. You just can't explain it, 
you wil] get one house hard,as we call it, and the next one next 
Goor will have a m ost responsive audience. And districys vary 
but at both Stratford,say,and the Holborn Empire you will find 
that Monday night is very hard and tne rest od the week is very 
good. 

The only difficulty in writing is to please kms anudkenee akxpxyx 
RK other people but the audience is simple to please. It's these 
people who are so difficult to please the audience is quite simple. 
That is particularly true of films. You have got to run the 
gauntlet of the financiel interests wno are supporting tne film 
in question; then there are the staffs who all have their opinions 
which may for sll I know may be quite all rignt. But if you write 
a script for the films it will quite unrecognisable by the time 
it gets to the screen. That doesn't apply half so much to music 
halls,there aren't half so many people to please and there are 
no financial interests like that to deal with. 

Then in the music halls there is the acid test. You are not 
sure of a joke; then you slip it in a show and see what happens to 
it. But in the films there is no such acid test; I tell you a joke 
now,you may think it funny; then somebody else comes in and I tell 
¥BK it again and you still think it funny;a and I do it a third 
time and you begin to wonder whether it is so funny at all; and 
by the time you have heard it six pr seven times you won't see 
anything in it at all. In the films you lay it on heavy; you get it 


in the script, then on the floor, then in the rushes, then in 
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the rough cuts; the people watching it say they don't see anything 
in it and out it goes, though it may be one of your best gags,as we 
call jokes. Often of course we don't think it funny what géts a 
laugn. 

Extermal inéérests don't affect me very much. Financiers in films 
might object tbo some gags,Jews don't like anti-Jews gags too often, 
end Scots don't like too many anti-scottish jokes. The great thing 
is not to offend anybody. Tne main thing is to avoid jokes about 
infirmities, consumption and so on,blindness,insanity,not even 
deafness in any serious way or even stuttering. I can't understand 
people's likes. I remember a Film I saw in which a boy had his leg 
off; there was a scene in which somehody said "where's the cripple?" 
and the answer was "he's having trouble with his crutch". Then you 
saw him coming along and ga suddenly he fell down. Tne audience 
screamed with laughter. 

And never gags about death,I never touch them myself. 1 wouldn't 
stoop to it. 

The matter of blue jokes and vulgarity, that's a difficult 
question. I think they are permissible only if they don&t make 
anybody feel uncomfortable, the sort at which you could be with vour 
wife or your daughter or your sister and still laugh at it. To 
take a famous example there was George Robey's famous sketch as 
Shakespeare. He teéls of his life with Anne Hathaway and points out 
how henpecked he was having to do all the housework. "I have to 
get up first" he says " and lignt the fires, am& codk the breakfast 
ana make the beds, ghampex empty .. . headed old fool that I am 8. 


Well that is funny and it is only our own minds that supply the gap 
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after"empty" 

Surprise is always one of the points that is sure to raise a 
laugh. Some things are certain laughs; mention les "belly" for 
example, I suppose because the word is tabu though why it should 
I don't know. If you get a poem with "jelly" and the next line is 
"arm" not “belly" the audience will roar with laughter. And again 
the person sent to Rummick Street,couldn't miss it because it rhymed 
with &xumm "stomach"; the fellow comes back and says he couldn't 
find any Kelly Street. On paper of course these things won't even 
raise a smile. Anc often a show may be full of wit according to tne 
critics and yet there won't be a laugh; and again the critics will 
say the £k show will be a roaring success and the critics will say 
there 1s no wit in it. 

Personally I can't see anything in lavatory humour,nothing 
at all. And I don't think that "“odloody" is very funny. Only once 
have I though it was. It was in a "Spot of Bother” and the little 
innocent man Drayton(sic) is being bullied by pirates or something. 
He has bo carry a large box off the stage and at the end he drops 
it and says "I don't often swear before ladies but this is bloody 
awful". That was funny with such a little man. And again I heard 
a joke the other night. A curate was asked to play in a church pa&aky 
and he had to say "My God you've shot me"; and he wouldn't play 
it unless it was changed to "my goodness you've shot me"; but some 
of them played a trick on him and put a raspberry on the gun. When 
he came in they fired this and marked his shirtfront. And he said 
“my goodness you've shot me",then he looked down and added "My God, 


you have shot me", 


You have got to think so much of what you are doing sketches 
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wireless 
for. I have done all the waxrkkme sketches &£mxr skekekew and there 


wasn't anything that was anything like a blue joke in the lot; 
but in the music hall in a double act you must have it coloured with 
dirt, it woulddie standing up atherwise. 

(Here somebody came to see Mr. West and interview had to be 
cut short) 

There is no rhyme and reason in the business. Some things you 
can say. A bigger audience,for example, is more likely to laugh; 
proably that is becahse laughter is infectious and one man with 
a hearty laugh will soon set tne whole theatre laughing. 

(Question of using jokes again) Sometimes if a joke fakks 
succeeds in a rents that fails we will twist it a bit and put it 
in a new show; even then it mignt fail utterly, it depends on the 
inflection that an artist gives it and so on. But we have brought 


a lot of the last war jokes up to date to suit this war. And one 


about a nousin@ shortage nas been changed to a black-out joke and 


SO On. 
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. ace enquired at the Stationery Office for any regulations 


regarding censora@hip of music hall material; was told that there 
is no such thing, anybody can say anything but there is always the 
danger that they may be arrested for treason,xkxbek,slander,blasphemy 
or obscenity. Many shows are "licensed by the Lord Chamberlain" 
presumable to prevent local councils and watch committees taking 
action. 

From gan film censor's reports published yearly, it appears 
that the main reasons for the rejection of jokes are’ unacceptable

"Comic treatment of marriage and religion’, comic 


vulgarity’, 
shicides". No details are given of particular examples but music 
nall equivalents are presumably the régular honeymoon scene and

Interview took place at National Liberal Club. Took the form 
of discussion over tea; observer therefore could not take notes and 


following i@ founded on notes made immediately afterwards 


I don't consider myself primarily as a humorist. A humorist for 
one thing is usually withour offence,tries not to offend anyone; 
but I do try and offend people I go out of my way to do so. I am 
not trying to amuse my readers I am trying to educate them into 
a realisation of the need for a mamkexr pf ministry of economics or 
more aeroplanes or whatever it is. 

I am convinced that the music halls and such like never make up 
a joke, they use all their material at second hand. An event happens ; 
it is the wits in the street sitting over their cups of tea or 
ghasses of beer that think of the funny remark about it, or the 
journalosts or cartoonists in Fleet Street. Then the joke spreads 
through the papers or by word of mouth and finallt it is used on 
the stage. If you go over to "Black Yelvet" you will see a sketch 
on the Min&satry of Information and you will think it screamingly 
funny. But every joke in that sketch is old,only dished up in a 
new form. 

The point of offending my public does not arise. Shak Always I 
have made a point of working for a paper with a small circulation 
because there is more chance of people thinking alike. With something 
enormous like the News of the World or the Daily Express the athens 
are so careful not to say anything to offen anybody that they don't 
Say anything at all. It is something like the old Westminster 
Gazette with a very small but highly influential cirgulation that 


is important in forming public opinion. I worked for Picture Post 
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I know but the editor of that Stefan Lorant is a journalistic genius 
who can put over anything and is now engaged in the very subtle 

task of putting over his ideas every week to a large host of peopke. 
But I have stopped doing work there I didn't like it. I had to speak 
in words of one syllable to Picture Post whereas in the Evening 
Standard I have educated the public, they know what I am driving at 
and I can get over much more complicated ideas. 

I have never had to cut out a cartoon because of outside inter- 
ference. Once or twice I have had differences of opinion with 
Beaverbrook and onee or twice I have mad £m cut outa cartoon for 
personal reasons. Once for instance a great statesman I knew said 
that he would burst out crying id I put in a cartoon and rather have 
that happen and lose a friend I didn’t print that cartoon . But I 
don't believe that there is no freedom of the press. The reason is 
that yotng \oupauiiete are afraid of offending their editors with 
their positon not yet secure enough or sometimes just because they 
don't want democracy. You're old enough to know that the majority 
of this country don't want democracy at all because they shirk the 
responsibility. But qhite definitely I have never had any trouble 
with £me#® Beaverbrook or anybody else. 

I think you can impress your readers in two ways. One is the 
Contineantal way of great figures, war and blodd and bones and 
skeletons. With that you can get the public to beleive in primary 
emotions,fear and hate and love. But the better way is the slow, 
calm logical way, working out a case quétetly just as I am doing to 
you Know. By a series of cartoons you just force home the point 
logically and it gets home to the public. That is a much better way. 


I haven't found that any symbols are of particular value in 
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impressing the public but one particularly apt figure will work 
wonders. The Lloyd George coalition government of 1920 for instance 
I depicted as a donkey with two heads always fighting which way 
it should go; that worked very well. In the same way an American 
cartoonist stirred up a great feeling @gainst paper money by depicting 
2 paper-money-baby for a series of cartoons. In the French Revol- 
ution - I don't want to appear too erudite - Daumier drew Louis 
Philippe as a pear. In course of time there was ho need to add nose 
and mouth just a pear symbolised Louis Philippe and the pear had 
a nasty meaning in France. Pear badges began to be worn and so on 
a great hatred was stirred up against Louis Philippe. 

I wouldn't use the same symbol twice but if you can find 
an impressive one it is very helpful. 

The Government at the moment is giving way to public opinion 
and doesn't even want a slight stink so the cartoonists are being 
of use. I don't say that there is enough influemce in cartoon to 
start a revolution but it could sow the seeds of revolt. 


(Interview stopped short owing to other appointment.But 


N.B. Low mentioned that he did not caricature anybody,drew them

Interview toom place in Mr. Frankau's dressing room at the 
Duchess Theatre before the first house of his fkra*z revue "Beyond 
Compere".Observer explained purpose of visit but for a long time 
Mr, Frankau thought it was for publication and chose his words 
carefully; even when it was emphasised that it was for private 
information he was very careful. 

(Asked for most popular form of joke) There are two kinds of 
theatre joke. One is the usual joke of funny dress - the policeman's 
helmet with Scotsman's kilt sort of thing - that is always sure 
of a luagh hut it has got no staying power,it'’s a thirty second 
laugh. And the funnier the clothes the more difficult it is to 
keep up the humour. There is laughter in it,but there 1s no memory. 
Charlie Chaplin who,I suppose,is our greatest comedian uses it Sp 
to some extent but not a great deal. 

The other one is the best of all. That is to put a normal 
person in abnormal circumstances or conversely put an abnormal 
person in normal circumstances. It is the seed of all humour, 
and the better it is the more ordinary the Situation. Take any farce 
you like to think of, and it's true. It's the point of "When Knights 
Were Bold" for instance and of any play where the hero inherits 
two thousand pounds. The abnormal appearing in normal surroundings 
or vice versa. 

The British are the easiest ammg audience in the world to 
amuse. Most humour is founded on the ability to laugh at yourself 
and that is gmkr our great virtue. 


The first joke in my show,for instance, - you had better not f

print this(obs explains) - the very first joke that I make in this 
show,the very first words that 1 say, are "Ladies and gentlemen, 
all the people in this show(pause) and all the jokes are over 
military age". The surprise attack again. 

Chesterton says,and it is often quoted that pathos xg always 
goes together with humour,that it is always funny to see a portly 
old gentlemeng chasing his hat down a road. I just don't believe 
that (obs explained that I1l health had been found to be popular). 
Well,that surprises me. I have been in the same bill as Billy 
Bennett who is,I suppose, the best exponent of ill-health jokes 
in the countryx - all his jokes concern squint-eyes or something 
like that. Domesté#é matters are popular and sex of course but Il 
am surprised at ill health. 

I don't believe those who say that the British public just 
don't understand clever jokes. Clean or dirty they do if they are 
good. My first remark in my Julius Caesar is "he had a long beard 
that went down as far as possible,even farther. He was like Lady 
Godiva and was decent with his back to the wall". That always 
gets a laugh. 

(Obs mentioned others said xhuka wa audience wanted nothing 
intelligent) That is absolute balls. One week I was doing the 
Lewisham Hippodrome and the Mayfair. I used exactly the same 
material,only altered the timing. At Lewisham I had to point out 
every joke,make a point of it, while at Mayfair I went straight 
on without stopping as if I didn't know I was being dirty at all. 

The provinces are even better than London. I have just finished 
a long provincial tour with excellent audiences. Emme Only once have 


I stopped the show - manger couldn't put the next turn on until 
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I had had an encore - and that was at the Pavilion Glasgow. The 
lwanchester Guardian when I was up there last July gave a review 

of me that they have never given anybody else. I think that the 
provinces are better than London to amuse. In the provinces, Devon 
or Lancashire, you will find that everybody from the gallery to 
the stalls has the same mentality,the difference Has is only in 
degree of education. In Manchester,for example, the rich man wants 
steak and tea just like the poor one; but he will pay more for it. 
A waiter in lianchester was telling me that they have an excellent 
wine list - just wasted; nobody wants there wants wine. 

In London on the other hand you may please one man over 
there and not another over there. And another thing. The provinces 
like you in the first two minutes and they will sbick to you for 
Sa aa But in London they will try to be blase and say they 
have mmEeX that before, they won't admit that it is a new one. It 
is really hard work amusing the Holborn Bmpire. 

(Method) I think it's inspiration,I don't work on any method, 
the stuff just comes. A lot of it is made up on the stage of course. 
A beautiful example came in my Julius Caesar. The original remark, 
as it was written and broadcast, was "But they couldn't lend him 
his ears as they were slaves and they had been cut off". Then one 
night it was turned to " . . they had been cut off,and everything"; 
that got a bigger laugh. Then I added too “And they spoke in a 
high pitched voice” and finally “that was uniguers"(eunuch). Now 
that is one of the biggest laughs in the show. 

You have got to distinguish between some points of course. 
Large parts of this show wouldn't go down in the provinces, but it 


wouldn't go down at the Palladium either. There is a difference 
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between theatre and music hall. I could take this to the Court 
Liverpool and it would be a success; yet at a music hall in the 
same place, and with the same people in the audience, it would be 
a flop. The Court produced a magnificent pantomime this year and 
it failed entirely; elsewhere it would have been a great success. 
And you have got to distingusih tod between the joke song and the 
song with some humour but mostly rhythm; if you have really got 
rhythm ia a gmBN song it must go down. "Take me Somewhere Love is 
Brutal? depends on that entirely. And I am convinced that Gilbert 
and Sullivan depends on that too (quotes) 

(Cutting out jokes) I try anything for four weeks even if it 
never raises a laugh in that time. At the beginning of my career 
I used to cut it out after a day or two; one I threw away,gave it 
kater to Naunton Wayne and he made a great success of it. Sometimes 
a word in a different placezyxfmr mekes a laugh; for instance in 
Romeo and Juliet Rum Juliet goes to Friar Tuck and he says"don't 
worry,l'll give you some medicine that will soon put you right”. 
I tried that for a bong time without a laugh and then one day I 
changed it wound to “don't worry,I'll put you right with some medi- 
gine", That gave the disease before the cure,showed that she was 
in the family way, and the result was excellent. 

I am on in about xem mithree minutes so I can't say any 


more,but I am very interested in the psychology of the matter. 
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INTERVIEW WITH ALBERT BURDON (phone) 


34 (Ovs asked what jokes were most popular) I should say the 
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pwactical sort, the kind that affects everybody in the theatre. 
For instance if it's a rotten day and the audience have come in 
out of the wet and you crack a gag about it not being nige out 
then y@u are sure of a laugh. You've only got to mention the 
weatner. 

There are some jokes that a comedian will make that he Knows 
that he will never get a really big laugh from. But he may keep 
it in perhans because he likes it himself,it appeals to him,it's 
a clever one and he thinks it worth keeping in. I sometimes think 
that a gag is worth keeping in. 

The provinces I think are the most responsive. You never seem 
to get a really big laugh in the West End. There it is always rather 
subdued,never so hearty. 

(Asked about external influences) Yes the theatre managers 
censor the gags. *erhaps they think that a remark won't go down or 
that it is in bad taste; they tell you and you have got to cut it 
out. Sometimes too of course a remark is treated in the wrong light, 
people see another meaning; that happens especially when you are 
gageing,spontaneous stuff. Recently somebody said "you are about 
as funny as the sinking of the Titamic"; it didn't get a laugh of 
course and it made us all feel uncomfortable; the fellow who said 


it was just gagging and he was forgetful but it was very bad taste 


and it would have been cut out. 
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Obs called at offices of publisher. One room with three

to obs but told him tnat the series had been successful though they — 
were not continuing the series. me did not know where the series 
had succeeded xi.e. wnetner richer or poorer as they had been 
handed to newsagents to deal with.

The most noticeable thing about the children' play on the 
above Satyrday and Sunday afternoons was the absence of any regular GAME, 


Observer lived in Holborn before the War and has the impression that 
GAMES ( Football, Hockey on Roller-skates, Hop-Skotch, Rope-swinging from 
Lamp-posts etec)were of almost dailly occurrence in the streets between Great 
Ormond St. and)Theobald's Road. (The official playground of the Foundling 
Hospital was close by). 


The nearest approach to GAMES seen in FULHAM on above occasions were -~ 


Two boys with home-made cricket bat and tennis ball. Such Bowling and 
Batting as was noticed took place on the move as they strolled along : the ball 
was more often kicked than bowled, and the batsman too often kicked it. They 
were accompanied by a third boy pulling a pram with a baby in it. 


One boy (c.II yrs.),with three younger companions, had toy gun that could 
apparently be made either merely to sound a small crack when fired or to shoot 
a pea etce Only the elder boy used the gum, the others sometimes targets 
(one swarmed on to a lamp-post to be shot at), or supporters( all took cover 
beside observer's car on the approach of a victim - " There e comes" " Oh Boy 
Oh Boy Oh Boy " etc.). The boy was shot in the leg. 


Of adjuncts to play on wheels Prams and Push-carts were the most in use 
rides in these, whether of themselves or dolls, were mostly sedate. 

Roller skates were at a discount. One Board on wheels was noticed, and a few 
Skooters. Tricycles were more frequent, but limited to girls,and boys under six. 


Of objects, some kind of stick for hitting things or poking things in 
gutter was popular with boys. 

Empty milk bottles were much in useg#, moved about on steps in areas, occas- 
ionally smashed, The Milkman's hand-carts always attracted kids, and the 
Milkmen seemed very tolerant of them, allowing them to push the cart and even 
to remove the crates and to stack the empty milk bottles,

PARTY GAMES OLD AND IEW 


"Our parties were famous and invitations to them eagerly 
sought. I used to say 'Not more than 20 boys: it's awful for 
people to have to sit on the floor' - but what with last-minute 
visitors and gate - crashers (who came blandly surprised to find a 
party going on!), the 20 often grew to nearer 40..." 


(Middle-aged housewife) 


There is a wistful touch to the reminiscences of this houso 
wife, whose family is now grown up and scattered over the country. 
For her, party games are po rt and varcel of Christmas. i 

Members of Mass- Observation’ Ss Panel of Voluntary Observers 
asked to give an account of their favourite party games, share at 
least something of this identification of Christmas with parties, 
parties with games, and games with wholehearted spontaneity and 
enjoyment. 

For children's parties, the Report ‘shows, easily the most 
popular games are those involving constant movement. To a strik- 
ing degree they consist of such traditional games as "Oranges and 
Lemons", “Hunt the Slipper", "Blind Man's Buff", and "Musical 
Chairs". The last-mentionea, together with its variants, was 
named by one person in every three. | 

Similarly, Charades, "Postman's Knock!, and Treasure Hunts 
were each mentioned frezu ently. 

But though traditional games are evidently the backbone of 
most middle-class children's parties, they are usually supylemented 
by others, newer anc -icss well known. These, too, are generally 
of the same active type: 


"T find children enjoy games in which they can Yun and 
dance about, so that ail the ole games 7 usually a great success- 


Musical Chairs, O'Grady ana Winkine. the latter, all the boys 
stand behind a chair-each, in.a circle, th girls occupying all 
the..seats except one. The boy with the-empty chair must try to ‘get 


it filled by winking at a girl, who then has to try to get there ag 
soon as she is winked «t+; her partner must try to stop her, but 
has to keep his hands on the chair back until the winking has taken 
place 

"In addition to these there is one game which is weually 
a hit with everyone; two cqual teams sit down facing each other 
and toss a balloon between them, with the object of 'scoring a .

Scoring is as in football...."

Because games ere so o“ton played at family partics where 
all ages have to be catered for, many people find it difficult to 
make a distinction between same S for children and those for growne- 
ups. Even so, it is surprising that more than half the games men- 
tioned for adult pertics are of the type involving some general 
activity. 

Adults evidently have little more desire than children for 
sitting-down gcmes. But they differ from children in expecting 
games to have a meaning beyond sheer activity. 


EVSR-POPULAR CHARADES 


Favourite sitting-down gemes for adult parties appear to 
be fairly evenly divided between those involving pencil and paper x 
(like "Consequences"), purely verbal guessing games (like "Twenty e. 
Questions” and "Coffec-Pot"), card and board games, and gemes with © 
little other purpose than tost of memory, wit and verbal skill, == 
such as "I packed my trunk....' oe a 

Of active games, the sil commonly mentioned were a a es 2S

Relatively few people mention kissing games; those who 
do are almost invariably young men, usually unmarried: nor is there 
much enthusiasm for pure slanstick, gemes involving forfeits, or 
whose chief point is tracking Gown some hidden object. 

Fairly typicel of tastes for adult party games are the 
preferences of this young man: 


"Por adults I would like a leavening of the above (trad- 
itional children's games), ecpecially the Matchbox game (nose to nose) 
and the one where you pass an orange under your chin, but cxcluding 
Oranges and Lemons. Perhaps Postman's Knock, if the company seems 
amative enough, and one or two mildly sexy games can be fun in the 
right company. 

"'Statues', in which each plavor in turn poses two others 
in an embrace and is then (to his or her horror) invited to take the 
place of one of them, is very amusing provided only a few are in the 
know. 

"And I enjoy playing intellectual games like Guessing the 
Advertisement, Finishing the Limerict, ctc. | 

"There is also a geme in which ao member of cach team has 
to communicate by drawing only, a word or concopt to the rest of the 
team. 

"A well-organised Treasure Hunt can be popular, and games 
which test observation, like "Kim's Geme', and the finding of small 
objects in unusual places in the room, go down well whenever we throw 
a partye.." 

(Young man, schoolteacher, married) 


What enjoyment do grown-ups dcrive from playing party 
game 3? Apparently it is tho ovportunity to turn conventions uvside- 
down. 

One of the delights of pvatrty games, for instance, is the 
Sight of acquaintances made ridiculous, accompanied, possibly, by a 
capacity to sustain ridicule oneself. "Forfeits" may be one example 
of this; another is the practical joke: 


"For adults there is 'Mock Marriage.’ A man anda girl 
are led into a room where one of the players is’more or less dressed 
to resemble a clergymen. The couple kneel before the ‘parson' who 
pretends to marry them. At the conclusion he says to the kneeling 
couple ‘Now kiss cach other.’ 

"As they turn to do so, others stoop and quickly remove a 
strip of carpet on which they are knecling, causing the pair to lose 
their balance - which is the whole point of this game and an invariable 
source of amusement to the spectators." 


(Middle-aged man, clork, married) 


The ineptitude of the femsle members of a gathering is 
often a particular source of cnjoyment: 


"My favourite game is the Bag-Povpning Relay.' An empty 
narer bag rests on the floor beneath the chairs of cach of the members 
of the two opnosing teams, who sit facing each other in two long lines. 
Hach player in turn runs round his tcam, blows up his bag and pops it 
and then the next player and so on. Can the ladics blow and pop? 

No, sirt"

The fondness for kissing and similar games necds no account. 
ing for. "Postman's Knock" remains a favourite in most age-groups: 


"As a child 'Postman's Knock' wes always a favourite. At 
every party there always seemed the nossibility that the prettiest 
girl might ask for me, but she never did." 


(Middle-aged married man. 
com™ositor. 


And the female viewpoint: 


"If there are sufficient mon I like the old kissing 
games. It's quite instructive to learn how other people's husbands 
kiss." : 


(Housewife, 37). 
On the other hand, such games can be a source of embarrassment: 


"T can only say that the game I hate most of all is - 
"Postman's Knock.'" 


(Young man, technician, single) 


And another. man points out that it all depends on the company:- 


"With the right ladies I certainly enjoy the various 
improvements on 'Postman's Knock.’ The most well-known improvement, 
Hyde Park Corner, has the advantege of respectability. 

"Couples, formed by bellot, select a comfortable seat, 
and the lights are turned out. The odd man out will endeavour to 
catch a couple not kissing, and if he or she does this will be suit- 
ably rewarded by being allowed to change with the ‘offender.’ 

"Other variotics of the same thing - 'Winking' and 
‘Sardines’ - are quite enjoyable provided th-t you hdve some control 
over the partners you get."

Boisterous games derive much of their popularity because 
they help to break down restraint and upset the status quo. A 
physicist, for instance, describes:- 


Wo eeee A VAYiation on musical chairs ‘in which hats of 
different sorts and sizes are passed from head to head, one being 
taken out after each stop in the music. One of the main advantages 
here is that this is very effective in altering the coiffure of 

the fominine element"

TASTE FOR THE GRURSOME_ 


A touch of horror can be an important ingredient in the 
party spirit. "Murder" is too well known to need description, and 
is frequently mentioned as a necessary game . 

One other game sets out to inspire horror - perhaps less 
successfully, in that its method is more deliberatc; this is the 
game in which grucsome-sceming objects arc passed round from hand to 
hand, to the accompaniment of a horror story. Again it has the added 
advantage of the dark:

It is clear that intellectual games seldom arouse as much 
enjoyment as the more boisterous sort.

"The sort of gemes I prefer at parties are those of the 
nature of a quiz. At home nvarties I have always utilised the radio- 
STAM. All sorts of quizes can be thought out - questions like naming 
the tunes on recordings, and 'How many instruments were used on this?! 
'Who is singing on that?'" (Young man, mechanic, married) 


Yet the quiz has its enemies. One young schoolteacher, 
for instance, stipulates "On no account a quiz". And a woman objects 


"YT have always found thet parties go badly when highbrow 
gomes take place. One or two thin’ out brillicct’ «x mpins;* rnc tha 
others cannot, and feel stupid."

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Occasionally intellectual games reach a very high level 
of intelligence and specialisation:- 


wmongst musical friends, with many of whom I was brought 
up, we played guessing gamcs of veried difficulty, from naming 
familiar tunes to naming their composers; then less familiar airs 
and their makers: and naming the composer of a (preferably unfami- 
liar) bit of msic - the style, boing the clue. Trains of thought 
also played in musical terms: winding and unwinding all the elements 
have to have some clear connection with the music."

The craze for Spclling Bees seems to have passed; the long 
established "I Spy",-"Coffee Pot", and "Twenty Questions” on the other 
hand, have retaincd their popularity. Similarly, the story-telling 
eame is mentioned with moderate frequency:- 


"The first player starts to tell a story, the second 
continues, and so on; the hero, being a sort of Dick Barton, gets 
left in the most awkward fixos." | 

(35 year-old architect, married) 


Charades is still going strong, with all its ramifications. 
One particulerly popular variant is "Adverts" or "In the manner of 
the Word":~- 


"One person leaves the room while all the others decide 
on en adverb - such as 'happily,' 'mysteriously', or 'madly'. The 
person is then called into the room and has to guess the word by 
making all, and any, cf the people in the room do any action ‘in the 
manner of the word,’ 

"Ho may ask them to climb into a chair, kiss a fricnd, 
yawn, smoke, eat a picce of cake, etc. (Finesse lies in the fact 
thet such words as 'madly' or 'snrdoniceally' can, of course, be 
interpreted in a hundred different weys) 

"When he finally guesses it, the person who did the 
last action takes the part of the gucsser, and goes out in his turn."

Charades in its raw form, however, may come up against 
opposition from the housewife:- 


"TJ frown on Charades, for this mcans that guests are 
trampling up and down stairs, rummaging through cupboards for clothes 
and waking up my family, who I always hope will sleep through the 


jollity,"

Not everyone wants to pley games at parties. For some 
people party games are too bitterly associated with the mixed age- 
groups of Christmas parties:- 


"Christmas party games, I find, are usually a series of 
inane, childish and sometimes excruciatingly boring efforts of a 
group of grown-ups to entertain a few over-excited children. The 
children finish screaming with excitement, or with pain at having 
hit something in their headlong rushes from one side of the room to 
the other. 

"Tf you get a good game for adults, the children aro 
bored and irritable and have to have evcrything explained at length - 
during which time most of tho original participants have gone to get 
a drink, or have found some excuse to disappear.” 

(Young man, journalist, married). 


And one young father looks with dread towards what he 
regards as an unhapry future: : 

"Ags a child games were not encouraged in my family - 
consequently I haven't much idea of party games. I expect I shall 
have to learn when my three-months-old daughter getsolder. Till 


then, may I be excused, please" 
(Young man, shipping agent, married) 


MILD ABANDON 


And, finally, some are too-~scelf-conscious:- 


"The last party I remember going to was an end-of-the- 
war celebration, and I was much too self-conscious to indulge in 
the games there. To mc, party games secm to belong to another 
generation, because it would necd a lot of versuasion to get the 
people I know to ‘let their back hair down' and 'indulge' in party 
games. Perhaps they are sclf-conscious, too." 


(Young woman, housewife) 


It is most unlikely that this young woman is estypical 
as she supposes, for though this Mass-Observation survey was de- 
signed to discover how people play varty games, rather than the 
extent to which they play them, there is nothing to suggest that the 
present generation is any less capable of "letting its back-hair 
down.” 

It scems likely thet, just as the games themselves change 
only very Slowly, so people's feelings about them change little. 

Ape "Sardines" and "Hyde Park Corner" so very different 
from the ankle displays of our parents? 


"The ladies are behind a screen with one stockinged 
foot showing; the men have to pick out any that they recognise, and 
hold on until the screen is removed." 


(55 yoar-old housewife.) 


Both generations probably fccl they are behaving in a 
mildly abandoned fashion. Fundementally, at least, there is little 
doubt that Party Games are played in very much the same spirit as 
they were a generation ago.

One can sympathise with the lady who said she had never tasted breast 
of chicken, because when she was young it was always given to the grown-ups, 
and when she was older it was always given to the children. 

Perhaps she missed many other good things because she lived just when 
she did—good books, for instance. 

Certainly, she often exclaimed: ‘There were not such books for 
children when | was a girl ! ’’ and *‘ My parents were lucky enough to live 
when the great Victorians were writing their novels.’’ 

Why are children’s books so much better than they used to be? (For 
better, much better, they are, in the mass, in spite of the excellence of 
Lewis Carroll and Miss Alcott.) 

The causes are as many and various as the causes of the renaissance— 
we can indeed name the last fifty years the period of the children’s renaissance. 
The scientific study of the child reached this country from Germany and 
America, and has been taken up by our own learned people. The technical 
improvements in toymaking and colour printing put into children’s hands 

| \better instruments for both play and reading. And now we have a new 
factor : bigger movements about the country of groups of children than 
have taken place since the Children’s Crusade. This makes the nation more 
children-conscious. May it not finally result in a further big leap forward in 
the national programmes of catering for children’s health, play, and reading 
nequirements ? 

But to discuss in particular this year’s children’s books. They are more 
colourful, more alive, more suited to children’s needs than ever, just when- | 
they are most needed. The list of books we give you here are those which are 
new at Christmas, 1939. It is supplementary to our last year’s catalogue 
which gives a choice of Children’s Books both old and new. There are still 
a few of these catalogues available. 

A child, at a pinch, can make himself a toy—an orange box on wheels, 

a doll, wooden blocks. But for picture and story books he is dependent on 


what he is given. Hence the necessity to give books and to choose them 
carefully. 


UP TO TWO YEARS 


The child needs only picture books. The pictures must be large and 
simple, and represent familiar objects. ‘* First Friends *’ and °° First Animal 
Friends ’’ are photographic books which are so good that they are “‘ classics ”’ 
for this age. 


TWO TO FIVE YEARS 


‘‘Orlando—A Trip Abroad ’’ (the sequel to last year’s Orlando) des- 
scribes the very Frenchy adventures of Orlando the Cat mostly by means of 


magnificent colour drawings. ‘‘ Buttons ’’ is a cat’s history from alley to 
parlour with exciting pictures in black and white on every page. “* Billy in 
Search of a Tail’’ is a Manx cat with an inferiority complex until she wins 


first prize. ‘‘ William and his Kitten ’’ can be recommended for its reading 
matter. Phrased in a repetitive way, it describes how William is allowed to 
keep a stray kitten in spite of other claimants. 

‘* The Travels of Maurice ’’ (a rabbit) to find juicy grass take him across 
the sea to jungles and exotic gardens drawn in pleasant little pictures on 
coloured papers. ‘‘ Squawky and Bawky ”’ is a large, flat penguin book with 
lots of colour splashed about to make really good pictures. ‘* The Hare and 
the Tortoise ’’ is a lively book of fables with pictures as for Underground 
posters. ‘* Connie the Cow ”’ is a pocket-sized book with charming engrav- 
ings of a cow envious of a horse’s sun-hat. 

‘William Wigglewhistle ’’ is absurd in a delicious way, with little 
coloured pictures of animals, traffic, and people scattered in the text. It isa 


specially charming and lovely book. ‘‘ Locomotive ’’ comes from Poland ; 
the book tells three stories in English rhyme ; its illustrations are delightful 
in colour, emphasis, and imagination. ‘‘ The Five Chinese Brothers *’ can 


do such unusual things as swallowing the sea (bold and humorous illus- 
trations by Kurt Wiese). 

‘“ Mulberry Street ’’ is a clever example of the page by page accumulation 
of fantasy (rhyme and coloured illustration) which children so much like. 
Finally there is a gay ABC which will be sure to take your fancy. 


FIVE TO EIGHT YEARS 


There are now English editions of the Pére Castor Bear and Seal books 
(Bourru and Scaf). The Rojan illustrations and the presentation of the 
natural history are alike quite exceptional and delightful. 

‘“ Joey goes to Sea’”’ is yet another kitten book, this time a true one, 
with all the excitements of life on a sailing ship. 

‘“Mr. Pearly of Pepper Pot Lane ’’ is a London coster and his donkey 
and dog ; all three dealt with affectionately and comically. ‘* Captain Bin- 
nacle ’’ on an old ship on a mudbank allows some children on board. They 
have wonderful pretend games together. “‘ Mr. Popper’s Penguins "’ is the 
inimitable story of how Mr. Popper introduced a penguin into his home 
circle and the consequences. 

‘“ Happily Ever After ’’ is Alice Dalgliesh’s selection of old Fairy Stories, 
very beautifully printed and illustrated. ‘‘Saturday Magic’’ transports two 
children to a cave, circus, houseboat, and tent, where life is most 
delightful. ‘‘ Old Possum’s Book of Practical Cats ’’ will appeal to little 
children as nonsense rhymes, and is too clever for adults to miss. (It is by 
T. S. Eliot.) 

‘“ The Big Goose ’’ is the personal friend and possession of the farmer's 
boy, but is in constant danger of being fattened and eaten by the farmer. 


EIGHT YEARS AND OVER 


The outstanding books of the year for this age are the following : 
‘* Panuck,’’ a most delightful Eskimo dog book ; *’ Chin Pao,’’ which we may 
call a gem because of its delicate Chinese illustrations and descriptions of a 


little boy and Pandas living together in China ; ‘* Mimff,’’ the story ofa little 
boy who did not know fear and therefore had wonderful adventures ; ‘‘ Big 
Business Billy,”’ a very curious and entertaining book about a boy who 
organises a school library and shop ; and finally a series of informational 
books called *‘ How They Work.’’ This series, by means of easy text and 
beautiful and clear illustrations explains scientific things to little children. 
‘’ How They Fly *’ explains the flight of insects, birds, and aeroplanes. ‘*‘ Ships: 
How They Sail ’’ explains the diversity of ships, their history, functions, and 
methods of propulsion. (There is another well illustrated new book, entitled 
‘“ Ships,’’ describing the many different types of present-day ships.) ‘* How 
Man Uses Water ”’ is a fascinating book explaining with many detailed 
drawings the uses of water for domestic purposes, power, transport, etc. 
(This book will be ready in the New Year, 1940.) 

Especial mention must be made at this time of the ‘* Junior Week-end 
Book,’’ containing 576 pages of games, songs, tricks, poems, puzzles, hobbies, 
stories, sports, and arm-chair science. 

‘" Silent Flight ’’ is a story for children about gliding. ‘* The Chestnut 
Pony ’’ is about riding, and ‘* Flame ”’ is the story of a setter, with beautiful 
engravings. ‘‘ Storms on the Labrador ’’ is a rough and tumble book for 
boys. “‘ The Bird Talisman ’’ and ‘* The Youngest Camel ’’ are two books of 
a special imaginative kind—the successors for this age of fairy story books ; 
and the following eight books are about groups of children who have more 
or less improbable adventures in town or country, generally with their 
parents playing an unimportant part and their pets a very important one : 
‘“ The Blakes and the Blacketts (by the author of the John and Mary Books) ; 
‘" Five Farthings ’’ ; ‘‘ Four Plus Bunkle ’’ ; ‘* Esmeralda Ahoy ’’; ‘* Family 
Footlights ’’ ; ‘‘ Hundreds and Thousands ’’; ‘* Hobby Horse Hill’’ ; and 
‘’ John and Mary Secret Society.”’ 

More improbable, but charming and adventurous is ‘* Toby Twinkle.”’ 

Three last books which must not be omitted are: ‘‘ The Underwater 
Zoo,'’ an informal, chatty, but very informative book about how to keep an 
aquarium ; “* Ben,’’ a photographic record and interesting reading about a 
heavy dray horse in town and country ; and lastly ‘‘ The Boys’ Book of Fire- 
Fighting.”’

Observer secured an appointment with Mr. Reynolds, Manager 
of Hamley's Toy Shop, Regent Street. After stating his aims the 
observer asked the Manager in what way he, the Manager, could help him, 
Mr, Reynolds conducted the observer over the entire store and then 
gave him the freedom of the shop to make a count of the toys, 


Mr, Reynolds explained that the six floors were given over 
each to a not particularly clearly defined group of toys, except for 
the nursery and one section devoted to the sale of practical, and 
some very impractical, jokes, The outlay and the display, the 
observer learned, were in no way significant of the stocks in reserve, 
nor were they intended to influence custom or the choice of one particular 
toy , which choice is so largely a matter for the individual, 


It is Hamley's boast that if 50,000 persons want the same 
toy, Hamley's can supply it. Only when. requested are suggestions made 
when, of course, salesmanship probably precedes service, 


Mr, Reynolds was obliging and went to some considerable trouble 
to point out all the new toys in general and those relating to the 
Services in particular. 


He asked the observer if he could mention “Regent Street" 
(Mr, Reynolds' shop). The observer said that he could probably give 
him publication but not publicity.

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Mr, Reynolds, indicating toy trenches: "They (trenches) are sold in 
sections and can be pinned together. People do not buy forts now, 


they buy these."

In the Lead Soldier Section Mr. Reynolds vointed out the accuracy 
and the regard for detail with which the lead soldiers were produced; 


"Even the stripes on that airman's sleeve; those are more for the 
collectors and sell at about 3/64. each. These smaller old-fashioned 
ones sell at about 1/6a." 


Observer noticed ‘enemy’ lead soldiers and asked if there was a sale 
for them, 


Saleswoman: "Oh, yes, they go quite well, the children like them 


for the trenches." 


Mr, Reynolds unpacked a toy Howitzer, which he explained was an improvement 
on last year's model. It fired lead sheels at three ranges, 6, 10 and 
l2 feet. It was breach loaded and had mechanism for elevation, together 


with range finder. 


Similarly, a coastal defence gun, which fired wooden shells. 


Mr, Reynolds said that there had been a marked increase in toys of a 
military nature, but that soldiers and guns were old favourites, 


He could not state in which quantities toys were being bought.

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Observer secured an appointment with Mr. Davies, Harrods! 
Toy buyer. Mr. Davies was very busy. The observer asked if he 
could spare a few minutes to give him some idea of modern trends in 
toys and of any topical aspects which had been reflected in these toys, . 
Mr. Davies said that there had been a great increase, not in the lead 
soldiers themselves, but in all the avpurtenances and accessories such 
as sectional trenches, pill-boxes, sandbagging, camouflage, netting 
and entanglements. An impression of a section through the Maginot Line 
was on view of wood and plaster cast, finished in natural green and brown 
colours. From the front the model sloped upwards showingtrenches with 
figures in action, shell craters, barbed wire entanglements and bursting 
shells, culminating in the visible fortification of the Line itself, four 
gun tarrets with cottonwool to indicate fire from these guns, From the 
back the interior of the Line was revealed, divided into three floors 
showing activity in each. Behind the Line was to be seen a small 
circular driveway its sides sandbagged, with marching troops, lorries 
and staff cars. Searchlights and anti-aircraft guns were also to be 


seen, The whole Line was peopled with figures of both French and English 
armies, 


Mr, Davies said that the first thing to go, and in larger 
numbers, had been the khaki suits and uniforms, both officers and forace, 
He said that he was unable to obtain any more; indeed, the question of 
obtaining raw materials was a very serious one, Toys were constructed 
in three things; wood and steel, steel and plush, Supplies of these 
commodities were being strictly controlled. The Department responsible 
for this control had not made provision for a definite consumption of 
these raw materials in the manufacture of toys. Consequently, these 
separate supplies were obtainable in inconstant quantities. Mr. Davies 
said that no one knew where all the material and plush was coming from 
next year but that as he bought his stuff in February he would know the 
worst then, The toys for this year's Christmas had been bought last 
February, but such things as toy uniforms had been produced in response 
to demand only since the outbreak of war, He had received very few 
enquiries from the public with regard to toys. 


This year's Toy Fair was about as large as last year's. Mr, 
Davies could not give the observer any figures to show the proportions 
in which different toys had been bought. They were usually obtained 
more or less in response to demand, 


Summing up, the observer put the matter in the question: 
"Has the war, then, had very much effect at all upon toys?"
